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GETTING READY FOR WORK 


MEASURES FROM THE APPROPRIA- 
TIONS COMMITTEE. 

THE DIFFICULTY THE DEMOCRATS WILL 
MEET IN THEIR EFFORT TO LOWER THE 
REPUBLICAN RECORD. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—The Appropria- 
tions Committee did not organize by the appoint- 
ment of sub-committees to-day, as Mr. Randall 
‘wanted some time to think the thing over. The 
committee will mect again on Thursday 
of next week, when the organization will 
‘be effected. In the meantime, members have 
volunteered to take up the Military Academy, 
Fortifications, and Pensions bills, and these will 
be ready for the House when it meets. \ The com- 
mittee now has a clerk and two assistant clerks, 
one of the latter having been added by the last 
Congress asa private secretary for the Chair- 
man. Mr. Randall has said decidedly that he did 
not care to have a secretary at the Governmeni 
expense, and as the work of the committee does 
not require more than two men one will be dis- 
pensed with. The chief clerk, Robert J. Stevens, 
has held his place for many years, and, regardless 
of politics, he would probably be retained but 
that his health is poor and he has determined to 
resign. J.C. Courts, one of the assistant clerks, 
will probably be made clerk, anda new man se- 
lected as assistant. 

The members of the committee do not at pres- 
ent expect to be able to reduce appropriations 
much below what they were last Winter for the 
reason that they believe the Republicans cut the 
| Nyrand down during the last session about as 

as they could be, and even below this in 
some directions, the intention being to make 
it impossible for the Democratic House to 
ish itself by a reduction of expenses. In 

fact, it is expected that large appropriations for 
deficiencies will be necessary. On the other hand, 
the last Congress made some appropriations out- 
side of the ordinary support of the Government 
that the present House can and will cut down. 

But the members of the committee are afraid 

that they will not have a chance to lower the 

record. Republicans appropriated over $251,- 

000,000 at the first session of the last Congress and 

less than $188,000,000 at the second session. This 

amount is only nine or ten millions greater than 
the appropriations mace by _ the last session of 

Congress controlled by the Democrats. In the 

civil list the Appropriations Committee will not 

try to reduce salaries because the Senate would de- 
feat any such effort, but an attempt will be made, 
and it is anticipated with success, te reduce the 
number of officials on the civil list. 

In the case of the Navy, the committee may 

ve the department enough money to complete 

new cruisers already begun, but it is very 
doubtful if wg fey bs eee will be made for 
new Vessels. r fortifications, the smallest sum 
that will suffice to protect them from decay will 
be propriated. Several members of; the 
committee have enthusiastic ideas of the 
capabilities of torpedoes for coast defence, 
and, believing that the day of fortifica- 
tions is entirely past, are anxious to 
abandon allthe forts and batteries, dismantie 
them, cell the ground they occupy, and send the 
garrisons West or disband them, and rely ex- 
clusively on to does. But nothing of this 
kind will be attempted this Winter, or until 
some further information about torpedo experi- 
ments is received. All the old members of the 
committees are known to be hard working men 
who willapply themselves to their duties, and 
most of the Democrats have already achieved 
reputations for economy.

NOT TURNED OVER TO THE SOUTH. 
MR. CARLISLE ANXIOUS TO DISABUSE THE 
PUBLIC MIND OF AN IMPRESSION, 

WasnHincton, Dec. 26.—The Speaker con- 
tinues to answer questions about the composition 
of the standing committees of the House, and ap- 
pears to be extremely anxious to relieve those 
persons who have obtained the impression that 
the control of the House has been turned 
over to the South, with danger to the interests 
of the country. He directsattention to the com- 
position particularly of some of the more impor- 
tant committees, with _the view of ascertain- 
ing by an analysis of them whetherle has leaned 
toward the South in such 2 way as to justify the 
fear that he desires a return of Southern domina- 
tion. Take the Committee on Ways and Means, 
the committee that raise: the money to be ex- 

nded forthesupport of the Government. Of its 

members 5 are from Southern States. The 

._ Committee on Appropriations, which directs 

how money raised by taxation shall be expended, 

is made up of 11 Western and Northern men 
and 4 Southern men. There are 5 Southern 

men in the Judiciary, and 1 of these is a 

Republican. The Committee on Military 

contains 4 Southern men. Its 

Chairman... Gen. Rosecrans, and the second 

man on the committee, Gen. Slocum, have repu- 

tations as Union officers. Mr. Dibreil, of Tennes- 
see, was a Confederate. Mr. Morgan, of Mis- 
souri. served the Union cause. Mr. Wolford, of 

Kentucky. was an officer in the Union Army. 

Mr. Nicholls, of Georgia, was a Confederate. 

Mr. Murray, of Obio, was a Union man, as was 

Mr. Duncan, of Pennsylvania. Mr. Steele, 

of Indiana, was a Union General. Mr. Bayne was 

an officer in the Federal service, and so was Mr. 

Lyman, of Massachusetts. Mr. Laird, of Ne- 

ka. and Mr. Cutcheon, of Michigan, both 
ublicans, are supposed to have been Union 
fen, and Mr. Maginnis is asoldier and a well- 
known member of the Grand Army of the Re-

A HEAVY RHODE ISLAND FAILURE. 


THE FORCED SUSPENSION OF AMOS D. 
SMITH & CO, 

Provipence, R. I., Dec. 26.—The firm of 
Amos D. Smith & Co., cotton goods manufac- 
turers, failed to-day with liabilities estimated at 
$150,000. The firm has been given a low rating 
at the Bredstreet’s agency since 1879, and it is said 
that they have been working on a large indebt- 
edness and insufficient active capital. “At 12 
o’clock to-day a meeting of the leading bank 
creditors was held in the Directors* room of the 
Bank of Commerce, when the announcement 
was made that the firm was unable to con- 
tinue business, but no detailed  state- 
ment was presented. After due deliber- 
ation, and by the advice of the creditors, 
the firm made an assignment, which was placed 


on record at the City Hall about 2 o’clock in 
the afternoon, the Assignees being Messrs. 
Royal C. Taft, Eugene W. Mason, and Francis W. 
Carpenter. The firm have run three concerns 
and five mills, the Groton Manufacturing Com- 
pany, the Franklin Manufacturing Company, 
and the Providence Steam Mill CO6mpany, com- 
prising the Durfee Mill and the Steam Mill, in 
this city, the Groton Mill at Woonsocket, and the 
Franklin and Merino Mills in Johnston. In all, 
these manufactories run 87,000 spindles and fur- 
nish employment for from 10,000 to 12,000 people. 
The failure involves the suspension of all the 
concerns, and threatens many families with want 
and consequent suffering during the Winter. 
+ The failure, although anticipated§¥for some 
timepast, created no little sensation in commer- 
cial circles and was the chief tepic of conversa- 
tion among business men during the afternoon 
andevening. It is stated that on July last, the 
net debt of the three concerns was $1,000,000 
after deducting the stock in process of manufac- 
ture and the on hand. ‘The present 
amount of assets is not definitely known, but 
some of the miil property is considered quite valu- 
able. It is understood that abouteight or ten of the 
leading banks of. Providence are affected by the 
failure, but none of them are thought to be 
seriously ay The average amount of the 
firm's paper held by them is roughly estimated 
at $100,000, and one bank, it is said, holds $25,- 
000 worth of the notes. The firm of Amos D. 
Smith & Co. at present comprises Amos D. and 
Francis M. Smitn and Benjamin B. Adams. The 
late Amos D. Smith, the founder of the house, 
was born in Groton, Conn., April 30, 1805. About 
the year 1828 he hired what is known as the 
“Buttonwood privilege,’ in Johnston, and 
startea the small cotton mill which had 
been buiit there several years before. He 
dually increased his mill property, and in 
850 a corporation was organized by Amos D. 
Smith, Charles H. Franklin, and the heirs of 
Henry P. Franklin, under a charter of the 
Franklin Manufacturing Company. In 1843 Mr. 
Smith and his brother James Y., whe for 13 
years previously had been engaged in the lum- 
sx business, become associated ‘together under 
the firm name of A. D. & J. Y. Smith, and in 
1856 Mr. Smith’s two sons, Henry J. and Francis 
M., and Benjamin B. Adams became members 
of the firm, the name being changed to A. D. & 
J.Y. Smith &Co. In 1862 Mr. Smith’s brother, 
James Y., retired from the firm, and the 
style was changed to A, D. Smith & Co., 
at which time Amos D. Smith, Jr., the third son 
of the senior partner, was admitted a member. 
Meanwhile the manufacturing property had 
been increased from time to time by the pur- 
chase of different mills. The elder Mr. Smith 
died in January 1877, since, which time the exten- 
sive business which he established has been con- 
tinued under the firm name of Amos D. Smith 
& Co., buteven at the time of Mr. Smith's death 
there were rumors that the house was resting on 
uncertain financial foundations, and it is said 
that many business men have ever since been 
fearful lest there should be a “crash.” Now 
that the anticipated event has come to pass, 
much comment is made concerning the continued 
transaction of the business under such circum- 
stances, and with old mills and other drawbacks 
to commercial success.

A BULLET THROUGH HIS TEMPLE. 


AN AFFRAY WHICH WAS CAUSED BY A ROW 
BETWEEN TWO GIRLS. 

ScuEenrcrapy, N. Y., Dec. 26.—William 
Hughes, aged 19, and his sister Grace were at the 
Schenectady Railroad station this morning say- 
ing farewell to friends who had spent Christmas 
here. Carrie Marcellus, a young woman, made 
some remark mentioning Miss Hughes’s name in 
an offensive manner. A war of words between 
the young women was followed by catching hold 
of each other, and Miss Marcellus was thrown to 
the ground. Thomas Farrell, who Sen the to have 
been in sympathy with Miss Marcellus, then inter- 
fered, and Hughes quickly took the part of his 
sister. Hughes told his sister to kick the Marcellus 
girl. Farrell protested against such conduct, and 

e squared off in front of Hughes. The latter 
stepped back, drew a revolver, pointed it derectly 
at Farrell's head and fired, the ball striking Far- 
rell in the forehead and passing out near the 
right temple. Farrell > ied, bleeding, into the 
arms of the spectators, and Hughes, dashing 
through the crowd, ran up State-street to Centre, 
and to an alley, in which he threw away his re- 
volver, which has not been found. Farrell was 
taken to a surgeon’s office. 

The station was crowded with people when the 
shooting occurred, and great excitement en- 
sued as it was believed Farrell was killed. His 
wound is dangerous, but he will probably re- 
cover. Hughes was arrested at his house, and in 
the police courtthis afternoon entered a piea of 
self-defense. He is smaller than Farrell, and as- 
serts that the latter struck him twice and was 
making a furious assault when, to defend him- 
self, he drew the pistol, which he says was acci- 
dentally discharged. Hughes says Miss Marcellus 
applied a vile epithet to his sister. The bullet 
which wounded Farre!l grazed the eye of Daniel 
Quinn, a pea-nut vendor. The girls were arrested 
to-day. Farrell says he was acting as peace- 
maker,and did not know any member of the 
party.

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SAILORS IN GREAT PERIL

THREE DAYS OF INTENSE SUFFER- 

ING IN THE SOUND. 

THE BARK MOHAWK, OF QUEBEC, COM- 
PELLED TO PUT INTO NEW-HAVEN— 
NINE MEN DISABLED AND ONE KILLED. 

New-HAven, Conn., Dec. 26.—Six miles 
off the mouth of New-Haven harbor this morn- 
ing, swinging lazily in the almost Summer-like 
breeze at her moorings, lay the handsOme spruce 
bark Mohawk, of Quebec, three days out from 

New-York, with a cargo of cased oils for the 

Calcutta market. From the spanker gaff 

of the trim craft floated the red _ cross 

of St. George, a signal of distress, to catch 
the eye of a passing tug or steamer. 

The Mohawk is an’ Al clipper bark of 1,360 

tons register, 22 feet draught, owned by Boss & 

Co,, of Quebec, where she was launched two years/ 

ago. Her New-York agent is W. D. B. James, at 

No. 47 South-street. Six weeks ago the Mohawk 

arrived at New-York with jute from the East 

Indies, and made such excellent time on the 

passage that Capt. Charles Crossland, her young 

commander, was immediately engaged to take 
outaload of oil to Calcutta, and return with 
another cargo of jute to New-York. Last Satur- 
day she was ready for sea, and her crew, consist- 
ing of 19 men all told, were on board. Capt. 

Crossland wasin a hurry to get to sea, and con- 

cluded to reach open water by making the pas- 

sage out through Long Island Sound, so that the 
ship might be cleared up while in shore. 

It was quite dark on Saturday night 

when the Mohawk was towed through Hell Gate 

by the tug William P. Thompson. A dark, cold 

Winter’s night shut down before the bark was 


clear of Execution Rock light, and Pilot John 
O’Brien, of the Hell Gate and Long Island Sound 
service, decided to hold on to the tug till the ves- 
sel was wellstarted downthe Sound. Finally the 
tug was let go. Stiffened with the cold, the crew 
of the Mohawk, which consisted principally of 
Norwegians, Danes,and Japanese, had managed 
by this time to get the two topsails, the fore and 
main staysails, Jibs, and spanker upon the craft, 
and under this short sail she bowled briskly down 
the Sound before the constantly increasing north- 
west gale. The mercury continued to fall, and 
the men suffered terribly from the cold. The 
weather was so scvere that the man at the wheel 
had to be relieved every ten minutes to keep 
from freezing. 

Pilot O’Brien says that in his 30 years’ experi- 
ence on. the water he never passed such a night 
as that was. It was inky black, not a light could 
be seen, and the pilot was compelled to use his 
own judgment in keeping theship in deep water. 
The lookout at the topgallant forecastie had to 
be constantly changed in orderto prevent him 
from dropping at his post. There was a short 
chop sea, and the water flying in the gale speed- 
ily coated the decks and men with ice. The rig- 
ging and the running gear were heavily glazed 
with this Winter coating, and all orders to work 
the ship were executed most painfully by the 
crew, who before midnight were frostbitten to a 
man. The gale stiffened and the darkness in- 
creased so that full watches were of necessity 
kept on deck, and these -watches were shifted 
every 15 minutes. Themen below had not time 
to thaw out their clothing before they were 
summoned again to the arctic dreariness above. 
Finally the pilot dared let the ship run no fur- 
ther. He was not certain where he was: he 
could see no lights, but the frozen sounding-line 
led him to think he wasin the neighborhood of 
Cornfield Point Shoals, off Saybrook. He had the 
yards braced back and hove the vessel to till day- 
light. With Sunday morning came fresh ter- 
rors. _The ship’s thermemeter continued to fall 
till it indicated 25° below zero. The wind hauled 
to the northward and shot out a marrow-freez- 
ing icy blizzard. The cold was so unbearable 
that the men could not stand it. They crouched 
under the rails and sought shelter as best they 
could, feeling allthe time the pitiless work of 
the frost upon their bodies. They jumped, they 
ran, they pounded their hands, hot coffee was 
served them liberally, but at 8 o'clock in the 
morning nine of them were unable to move. 

A yellow mist steamed from the water in the 
~— atmosphere and hid the land as success- 
fully as did the darkness of the night. An at- 
tempt was made to put the ship into New-Lon- 
don for relief for the crew, but the wind contin- 
ued to haul to the eastward, so she was finally 
tacked and headed for New-Haven. Shortly 
after 9 o’clock in the forenoon the wind died 
away and the heavy craft rolled in the wintr 
sea under her short sail. She was covered with 
snow and ice. The weatber continued intensely 
cold. Pilot O’Brien, ordered the setting of 
the ship’s foresail to accelerate her speed 
and a handful of the fatigued crew responde 
to the duty. They crawled up the slippery 
forerigging and out on the long arms of the fore- 
yard. With their teeth and their half-frozen 
hands they loosened the stiffened gaskets which 
bound the great sail, so that it could be sheeted 
home. The work was nearly completed when, 
with a wild shriek of despuir, one of the men 
slipped from the icy foot-rope on which he was 
standing and fell, head downward, 40 feet, to the 
deck below. aaged gree) fellow struck on his shoul- 
ders in a pile of snow heaped up in the heart 
of a great coil of rope.

The wind lulled and the ship’s long-boat was 
cleared away to reach the shore for succor, but 
there were not hands enough to handle her. 
Then Pilot O’Brien attempted to start for the 
shore in his frail pilot’s skiff. But the wind had 
by this time increased to a gale again, and he had 
The long day was one of horror.

At length the day came to an end 
as did the following night. Yesterday morning, 
no relief having come, the pilot started at 8 
o'clock in the face of a biting northerly gale for 
the shore. His progress was eagerly watched 
from the bark. The sick men were now suffering 
in excruciating agony. The pilot’s shell rose and 
fell over the rugged waves, and his progress was 
discouragingly slow. It was 1 o'clock before he 
reached New-Haven Light, and it was 4 o’clock 
when he reached the city wharves. He tele- 
graphed Mr. James, at New-York, and then 
sought medical relief. . 

To-day the tug-boat E. P. Avery, Capt. Bassett, 
was used as a relief boat, and has been plying be- 
tween the city and ship. Mr. James arrived this 
morning, and his first act was to bring the frozen 
sailors eshore and consign them to the State Hos- 
pital. Later in the day the body of the dead 
men was taken off by Coroner Bollman. It will 
be buried here. The man bada wifein Japan. 
Mr. James has arranged for a new crew in New- 
York, which is expected to arrive here to-mor- 
row, and the Mohawk will then proceed. Pilot 
O'Brien lives at No. 289 Seventh-street, New-York. 
His courage in his dificult row yesterday, in 
which he wore out one pair of oars in the ice, is 
highly spoken of among nautical men. The men 
in the hospital have been placed in a ward 
where the temperature could be lowered nearly 
50°. They were so long without treatment that 
their ceses are much aggravated. Morphine will 
be used as their pain continues to increase. Their 
names and the nature of their injuries are given 
below:

TO RETURN TO HIS PRISON HOME. 


AN OLD PHILADELPHIA POLICEMAN 
VICTED OF BURGLARY, 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 26.—Henry Moneis, 
a tall, broad-shouldered criminal, whose prison 
pallor was made more striking by the blackness 
of the heavy beard that covered the lower part 
of his face, was led by two tipstaves at Judge Al- 
lison’s command to-day from the receiving pen 
to the little inclosure for prisoners on trial at the 
foot of the jury box. He had only a few months 
previously ended a term of nearly eight 
years in the penitentiary’ and saw _ before 
him the probability of a return to his 
old quarters for as many years more. In 1871 he 
was a policeman under Mayor Fox. In 1875 he 
was arrested for drunkenness. When searched at 
the station-house a number of silver spoons, en- 
graved with initials, were found concealed in his 
bosom. The spoonsconnected him with a burg- 
lary at Barren Hill, Montgomery County. 
Moneis’s conviction in Montgomery County and 
his sentence to the penitentiary for 10 years fok 
lowed. The commutation act clipped a little 
more than two years off his term and made his 
expiation for that time complete in August last. 

It was discovered immediately after his con- 
viction that he was one of the men wanted for 
the robbery of the Kensington Bank on the night 
of Feb. 3, 1871, Daniel M. Fox was then Mayor. 
and although 9 most estimable gentleman, he 
was compelled by party and political exigencies 
to appoint what was probably the most ruffianly 

lice force that ever cursed an American city. 

nder it murder, robbery, and rapine were of 
almost nightly or daily occurrence. ‘The city be- 
came the head-quarters of the boldest thieves 
and most expert burglars in the country. 
“Shang” Draper, who now keeps a saloon 
in New-York, Jimmy Elliott, the prize-fighter 
who was killed in Chicago early in the Spring of 
this year; Jimmy Logue, Jimmy Irving, Jimmy 
Hope, and Jimmy Haggerty made it their head- 
quarters. In less than a year they got away with 
more than a million dollars. In one case their 
head-quarters were at a saloon within a stone’s 
throw of Eleventh and Chestnut streets, and it 
was there that the robbery of the Beneficial Sav- 
ings Fund Society, at Twelfth and Chestnut 
streets, was planned. Nearly $500,000 in cash and 
securities was secured on this occasion, much 
of which, according to rumor, was divided 
with two detectives, one of whom is now in 
his grave, and the other has held high political 
office. It was there also that the Kensington 
Bank “job” was “put up.” It was done with 
the cognizance of quite a number of policemen, 
who for the occasion lent their uniforms to the 
gang. Early in the morning of the day of the 
robbery three men in regular police uniform 
presented themselves at the bank and informed 
the officers that they had received information 
that a plot was on foot to rob the bank, and that 
they had been detailed to protect it. They asked 
permission to have admission in the evening, 
which was readily granted. The two watchmen 
at the building, John Holmes and Maurice Mur- 
phy, admitted the burglars when they presented 
themselves at 7 o’clock on the night ot Feb. 3, 
1871. The watchmen were quickly seized and 
bound, and the safe was opened and robbed of 
about $500,000. 

The two watchmen—one of whom, John 
Holmes, is now dead—visited Moneis in the Mont- 
gomery County Jail, and positively identified 
him as one of the robbers. They declared him to 
be the most active of the thieves, A true bill 
was found against him for the robbery in 1876, 
and a detainer was lodged against him. At the 
expiration of his sentence he was transferred to 
Moyamensing Prison, and remained there until 
brought into court to-day to answer for the 
bank burglary. He had no counsel. Watchman 
Murphy was the only witness on either 
side. His hair is snow white, his cheeks 
deeply furrowed, his gait slow and uncertain. 
“ The bank,” he said, ** was robbed on the night 
of Feb. 3, 1871. Henry Moneis was the principal 
burglar. I knew him well. He was a policeman, 
and the bank was.on his beat. I saw him pass the 
institution many, many times. About7 o’clock 
that evening he camne to the door of the bank 
and rapped. He was dressed in his uniform and, 
I believe, was on duty. A man by the name 
of John Redgraves was with him. John 
Holmes and myself were in the bank. Moneis 
called me outside and pointed to two men, 
who, he _ said, he had been’ shadowing, 
as he _ suspected’ they were preparing 
to reb the bank. While I stood peering through 
the darkness looking at the two men, who were 
across the street, Moneis and Redgraves slipped 
into the bank and closed the door behind them, 
and shut me out. They went up to Where 
Holmes was standing and knocked him down 
and bound and gagged him. Ihada key to the 
back door, and when I unlocked it Moneis 
rushed at me and knocked me down. Then he 
beat me until I was senseless. Finally he hand- 
cuffed my hands behind my back. Then they 
carried Holmes and me tothe back of the bank 
and began tearing down the safe doors. They 
ritled the money boxes and ruined the safe doors. 

“Is this man in the dock the Moneis of whom 
you speak ?” asked Assistant District Attorney 
Warrick, who was prosecuting the case. 

*T am quite sure it is,” replied the witness, 
** but he has changed a great deal. He bad no 
beard then.” 

The witness left the stand and walked round 
and round the prisoner, examining him critically, 
and said: “ I identify him positively.” 

“ That is the Commonwealth’s case,’ Mr. War- 
rick said. Turning to the prisoner he inquired: 
“ Have you anything to say ?” 

*T don’t know that man who was on the stand 
at all,” he answered, and he would say no more. 

The jury, without leaving the box, returned a 
verdict of guilty. The Judge said that before 
imposing sentence he would make inquiries as to 
the character of the burglary in Montgomery 
County. Moneis was asked why he did not pro- 
duce testimony in his own bebalf. and he said: 
“Why? Why? Ihaveno friends, no home, no 
money. What would be the use? Iam better 
off in prison.” 

Redgraves was a saloon-keeper of Front-street, 
above Laurel. He disappeared and it was sup- 
tag went to Europe immediately after the rob- 

very. He is believed to have died in Liverpool. 
The third man engaged in the crime was be- 
lieved to be “Coots” Donoghue, a notorious 
criminal and an associate of Jimmy Haggerty, 
Jimmy Hope, Jimmy Elliott, and others of the 
same stamp. He hasnot been seen in this city 
since the burglary. 
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THE ADIRONDACK FOREST. 
SEES LSS 
THE PURCHASE OF THE WOODLANDS IN 
. BULK TO BE REPORTED AGAINST. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Dee. 26.—The Committee 
on the Adirondack Forest Preservation will re- 
port against the purchase of the woodland in 
bulk. The committee consists of Senators Koch, 
Lynde, and F. Lansing, of Jefferson. A hearing 
on the part of the Chamber of Commerce will be 
had to-morrow at the Capitol, and soon after tes- 
timony will be taken relative to certain claims 
to forest lands against the State by individuals. 
Smith M. Weed, of Clinton County, who some 
time ago was reported to have heldaclaim for 
nearly 6,000 acres on the ground of an old mort- 
gage against what is known as the Senator Nor- 
ton tract, at the head of Upper Saranac ;Lake, 
will be one of the witnesses. It is understood 
now that he has no claim. 

Senators Lynde and Lansing, a majority of the 
committee, both agree in stating that any propo- 
sition to purchase the present forest Jands will be 
the result of a tremendous job. All the valuable 
soft timber near streams has already been cut 
away, and what remains is a dense forest, abso- 
lutely unmarketable. The trees are all on hill- 
sides, some distance from thejwaterways. 

In reply to inquiries both Senators Lynde and 
Lansing said that the very agitation of the ques- 
tion of purchase by the State has already in- 
creased the price by an enormous sum, and if 
any such project should become a fact the price 
would be $100 an acre, a much larger sum than is 
paid for any farming landsin that region. In 
fact, said both Senators, the State is already ac- 
quiring the lands as fast as possible, and ata 
reasonable cost. Ten years ago there were about 
40,000 acres owned by the State through non- 
payment of taxes or otherwise. To-day there 
are a million, ail through non-payment of taxes,

THE YAZOO CITY TRAGEDY 


—— 
DETAILS OF THE CHRISTMAS EVE 
MURDERS. 
THREE MEN KILLED BY NEGROES AND TWO 
OTHERS BADLY WOUNDED—THE RESULT 
OF A BAR-ROOM QUARREL,. 

Yazoo City, Miss., Dec. 26.—One of the 
most cold-blooded, premeditated assassinations 
that ever occurred in any community was com- 
mitted in this town on Monday night at about 10 
o’clock, when three men in the prime and vigor 
of youth were shot down like dogs, and two 
others, also in the prime of life, were seriously, 
and one of them probably mortally, wounded, by 
negroes. Those killed were John T. and Carnot 
Posey, brothers, and Jasper Nicholls, the two 
former being merchants, of the firm of Williams 
& Posey, and the latter a steam-boat man. 
The Poseys were sons of the late Gen. 


Potey of Confederate fame, who fell on the 
battle-tield at the head of his command. The 
sons inherited the bravery of their father, and 
were popular and highly regarded throughout 
this town and county. They leave a fond 
mother, two brothers, and two devoted sisters, 
and Mr. John T. Posey, a widow, to mourn their 
loss. Nicholis was not so well known in town, but 
he leaves an excellent reputation as a young man 
of sterling worth and of industrious and sober 
habits. e leaves a father and other near 
relatives. The wounded are Fritz Halder and 
Henry Ellett; the former County Treasurer, the 
latter a general merchant. The shot struck Mr. 
Halder in one of the lower ribs and came out at 
his back, but whether it ranged around or pene- 
trated the cavity is not yet known. Mr. Ellett is 
shot in several places in the side and in the arm. 
The wounds of neither are considered neces- 
sarily fatal, though they are thought to be 
serious. W.H. Foote, Deputy Internal Revenue 
Collector for this district, who is a mulatto, was 
— wounded in the head, being beaten with a 
stick. 

The origin of the affair was as follows, as near 
as can be ascertained: On Monday evening, Rich- 
ard Gibbs and Kinnie Logan, negroes, had a 
quarrel in Barkhaus’s saloon, and Henry Ellett 
and John T. Posey, who were present, undertook 
to stop the disturbance. At this, John James, a 
negro, interfered, and was told that they wanted 
nothing out of him. Later in the evening, as 
Posey and Ellett were passing Lynch’s butcher's 
shop, where James staid, James was heard 

o ery out: “Clear the way, and I will 

shoot both {ithe s——- of b——!” They naturally 
felt outraged, and went ‘to Lynch’s butcher’s 
shop. Many persons were’on the streets. Sud- 
denly a pistol was fired, and, as if it were the sig- 
nal, firing became general, pistols and shot-guns 
being used. John Posey was riddled with shot. 
while his brother, Carnot, received a charge in 
the shoulder and side, and a pistol-ball struck 
him in the back and ranged forward through his 
heart. Nicholls was also killed by a charge of 
shot. Ellett and Halder were shot with pistols, 
the latter receiving a bullet that was probably 
intened for John Posey, he being by his side. 

The negroes were seen inthe evening in cliques 
and crowds, talking in a mysterious manner, and 
predicting a difficulty. As has peen developed 
since the tragedy, the white men were taken by 
surprise, and nothing of the kind was thought 
of or expected by them. Most of the shots, 
some 30 or 40 in number, came from the dark- 
ness, Foote being the only negro engaged in the 
fight who was in the light so far us can be 
learned. Mr. Ellett isa Northern man and a Re- 
publican, who came here from Indiana 10 years 
ago. His father lives in Atchison, Kan. 

The tragedy has no political significance what- 
ever, growing as it did out of a personal affray. 
It isnow being investigated by a Coroner’s jury, 
and it will be probed to the bottom. The following 
arrests were made yesterday and to-day: A. S. 
Lynch, (white,) owner of the butcher’sshop, as an 
necessory before the fact; W. B. Foote, Nickalas 
Parker, Bob Swazie, J. K. Richardson, Wash 
Hall, Octavius Thomas, Henry Schuler, and Jim 
Gibbs, all colored. Other arrests will be made. 
John James, the cause of the unfortunate 
tragedy, who was a desperate, daring mulatto, 
was killed yesterday morning while defying ar- 
rest. The tragedy caused great excitement. 
Everything is now quiet, but the people are on 
the alert and prepared for any emergency. 
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A MYSTERIOUS CRIME.

A MOTHER AND TWO CHILDREN MURDERED 
AND THE BODIES BURNED, 

WHEELING, West Va., Dec. 26.—A dis- 
patch from Beverly, Randolph County, gives the 
following details of a terrible tragedy recently 
committed in that neighborhood: Elizabeth 
Somerfield, with two little children, has for some 
time been living quietly in a cabin on the land of 
Capt. Parsons, on the eastern slope of Rich 
Mountain, some 18 or 20 miles from this 
place. The little hut fronted the _ pictu- 
resque valley of the north fork of the 
Cheat River, and here the widow dwelt in 
quietness, subsisting as best she could on such 
provisions as she could obtain herself from the 
soi! und the charity of neighbors. On last Thurs- 
day the mail-carrier on the route from Leeds- 
ville to the mouth of the Seneca, in Pendle Coun- 
ty, was making his weekly trip to the latter 
place. He met two men, who informed him that 
« cabin had been burned down close to where he 
would pass. Upon arriving at the place he 
alighted from his horse, more to satisfy 
his idle curiosity then to make any 
startling discovery. When he reached 
the site of the cabin, the first thing that met his 
gaze was a blackened human head, lying 
together with some charred bones and fragments 
of flesh in a heap of ashes. Horrified at the 
discovery, the carrier continued the search, and 
found near by the skull of the mother and 
of .a child lying with a fragment of a breast- 
bone and several ribs. The woman’s skull 
had the appearance of having been crushed 
in with some heavy instrument, probably a crow- 
bar, which was found lying near by. As soon as 
the mail-carrier realized the full importance of 
his ghastly discovery he gave the alarm, and 
soon over a hundred farmers had gathered from 
the surrounding country. A thorough investiga- 
tion was set on foot, but nothing throwing any 
light on the perpetrators of the crime was dis- 
covered. It is supposed that the cabin was 
burned down on last Sunday night, and a heavy 
snow falling the next day obliterated every trace 
of the murderers and incendiaries. 

In December of last year a similar mysterious 
tragedy occurred in this county, resulting in the 
death and subsequent burning of Adam Cur- 
rence and his three children, the perpetrators of 
which were never discovered, and this parallel 
case has excited much comment and alarm 
among the people.

THE LOUISIANA STATE LOTTERY. 


—_—_~.—_—_—_ 
FIGHTING THE GOVERNMENT THROUGH THE 
NEW-ORLEANS NATIONAL BANK. 
NEW-ORLEANS, Dec. 26.—This morning in 
the United States Circuit Court, Judge Pardee 


‘presiding, the case of the New-Orleans National 


Bank against Postmaster W. B. Merchant was . 
heard. The chief points of the case are as fol- 
lows: On Sept. 21, 1883, a petition was filed in 
the Civil District Court by the New-Oleans Na- 
tional Bank asking for an injunction to restrain 
Postmaster W. B. Merchant from interfering 
with the delivery of mail matter addressed to the 
bank. On the 25th of the same month the United 
States District Attorney petitioned the court for 


a removal of the case because the issues arose 
under the laws and Constitution of the 
United States; the case was then transferred 
to the United States Circuit Court. On Dec. 13, 
United States Attorney Leonard filed a motion 
for the dissolution of the injunction. Judge 
Pardee filed the matter for hearing on the 24th of 
December, and gave six days to the District At- 
torney to state in — the grounds on which 
such injunction should be dissolved. The 
answer was filed by Mr. Leonard on the 15th 
of December, setting forth that on the 
14th of Septemeber last the Postmaster-General 
of the United States, in pursuance of the power 
in him vested to execute all laws appertain- 
ing to the s service, and in pursuance 
of the finding and determination of his 
predecessor in office, the Hon. D. M. Key, 
of record in the Post Office Department. 
ascertained that M. A. Dauphin was engaged 
in obtaining money through the mails by means 
of false and fraudulent practices and promises, 
and did forbid all Postmasters to pay money or- 
ders drawn to the order of Dauphin, as the lat- 
ter, intending to evade and elude said orders, had 
arranged that all registered letters intended for 
the Louisiana State Lottery Company should be 
addressed to the New-Orleans National Bank. 

The bank was represented by distinguished 
counsel, embracing H Hon. Thomas J. Semmes 
and J. P. Horner. of New-Orleans, and Messrs. 
C. W. Moulton and Jeff Chandler, of Washington 
city. The Postmaster, as an officer of the United 
States Government, was represented by the Hon. 
B. H. Brewster, Attorney-General of the United 
States; by the Hon. A. A. Freeman. As- 
sistant Attorney-General for the Postal 
Department, and United States District 
Attorney A. H. Leonard. The court-room was 
filled with curious observers many of whom 
were members of the locat Bar, attracted by so 
eminent an array of counsel. On the case being 
called both sides answered “Ready,” and Mr. 
Semmes, for the bank, filed a motion for the re-_ 
manding of the case to the State Civil District 
Court on the ground that the -State court 
has jurisdiction in the matter involved. The ar- 
gument was opened by the Hon. A. A. Freeman, 
of the Attorney-General’s Office, Washington, 
who spoke for an hour and a half, and was fol- 
lowed by Jeff Chandler, of Washington, for the 
bank. e occupied the attention of the court 
for an hour and three-quarters, and the case 
went over till to-morrow.

HEBRON, Conn., Dec. 26.—The war in the 
Congregational Church of Hebron is at an end. 
At least a truce has been declared. Last Satur- 
day morning a church meeting was held. The 
express object of this meeting was to decide on 
the guilt or innocence of the Pastor, the Rev. 
George B. Cutler, on certain charges which had 
been preferred against him by one of the most 
prominent of his flock, J. B. Fillmore, the 
divorced husband of three wives and the 
undivorced husband of one wife. The 
minister had called Mr. Fillmore the Hebron 
polygamist, and said other things of that gentle- 
man’s marital history which were interesting 


and offensive. Whereupon Mr. Fillmore insti- 
tuted a civil suit for slander, and in open meet- 
ing charged that his clerical denouncer had been 
guilty of improper conduct by indulging 
in personalities in his sermon, and was 
a hypocrite and a liar. A committee com- 
posed of Fillmore’s friends and advisors 
was appointed to investigate the charges 
against the Rev. Mr. Cutler. They reported at 
Saturday’s meeting. The assembled church 
members maintained perfect silence while the 
Chairman of the committee read the report. On 
the charges alleging that the Rev. Mr. Cutler had 
been guilty of improper conduct by delivering 
his sermon on polygamy they were of opinion 
that the charges had been sustained, and 
that the minister was deserving of a repri- 
mand, but the charge that the Rev. Mr. 
Cutler was a liar and a hypocrite they 
considered not proved. The, society voted 
to accept the committee’s report. Resolntions 
of censure were then presented and adopted. 
Mr. Fillmore was present to enjoy his triumph. 
The Pastor was absent. In the fullness of his 
heart, Mr. Fillmore rose and said, jthat if the so- 
ciety would, by a unanimous vote, acknowledge 
him to bein as good standing in the society as 
when he first joined it, he would withdraw the 
suit that he had pending against Mr. Cutler in 
the court. The society quietly passed the desired 
vote. The Rev. Mr. Cutler, apparently uncon- 
cerned at the action of the church, spent Christ- 
mas out of town.

LIQUOR LICENSES IN ILLINOIS. 
WHAT THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL OF THE 
STATE SAYS ON THE ‘SUBJECT. 

SPRINGFIELD, IL, Dec. 26.—In an opinion 
rendered to-day the Attorney-General holds that 
the sale of intoxicating liquors is prohibited by 
law within two miles of any ineorporated city, 
town, or village. The important point of 
the decision is that in the designated 
belt around such corporations neither 
the corporate authorities nor the cdunty boards 
can grant liquor license. The question which 
has not been adjudicated comes up now from the 
Trustees of the village of Marissa, St. Clair 
County, asking what, if any, authority there 
is for granting licenses within such designated 
area, andif granted, by whom. The Attorney- 
General renders his opinion informally. He says 
the statutes prohibit the sale of intoxicating 
liquors in quantities less than one gallon without 
a license, therefore that the power to nt such 
licenses is a delegated power, and lim by the 
express language in which it is delegated. City 
Councils and Village Trustees may grant these 
licenses only good forthe munici year within 
the corporation boundaries, but the statutes give 
them no authority to grant licenses to be” on 
any territory outside of the corporation bound- 
aries. 

In addition to this limitation os City Coun- 
cils and Village Trustees, the opinion says that 
county boards have no lawful power under any 
law to license dram-shops within a less distance 
than two miles of any incorporated city, town, 
or village which has authority to regulate 
the sale of liquors within its own corporate lim- 
its. The Attorney-General therefore concludes 
that the two miles measured outward from the 
corporate boundary in ast it line, and not 
by the ordinary route of trayel, neither copnty 
boards nor municipal authorities can license the 
sale of liquors in less quantities than one gallon.

A CATHOLIC PRELATE’S FEARS.

DISCOMFORTS OF THE SNOW 


THE INTERRUPTIONS OF CITY 
TRAVEL AND BUSINESS. 

"HE STREET RAILROAD COMPANY SNOW- 
PLOW NUISANCE—TRYING TO REMOVE 
THE SNOW—DETENTION OF THE MAILS. 

A stranger, after seeing the operations 
of the snow-plows clearing the tracks of the dif- 
ferent street car companies and the towering 
banks of snow thrown up by them on either side 
of the thoroughfares, would naturally wonder if 
there was any provision in the City’s ordinances 
for the subsequent removal of the snow by the 
ear companies. At the present time, owing to 
the depth of the snow-fall, the nuisance is worse 
than usual. It is impossible to drive vehicles up 
to the curb-stone, and people who are compelled 
to use the street cars after alighting are obliged 
to wade through a mass of slush, reaching, in 
many cases, above the knee, in order to reach the 


sidewalk. 

Corporation Counsel George P. Andrews said 
yesterday, in reply to a question as to the exist- 
ence of a penalty for the non-removal of snow 
cleared from the tracks: “There is a City ordi- 
nance providing that all railroad companies must 
obtain a permit from the Mayor allowing them 
to use snow-plows to clear their tracks on their 
express agreement to remove the accumulations 
of snow within 24 hours. Failing to do this, they 
are subject to a fine of $100 for each offense, The 
ordinance further provides penalties for splash- 
ing slush on buildi adjacent to the tracks. 
This ordinance, however, is inoperative, as in 
several suits brought by the corporation and 
by property-owners © force the companies 
to. comply with the law the _ courts 
ruled that by their charters the railroad 
companies were allowed to own, manage, 
and operate their roads, and that in Winter it 


was necessary to use sede go and conse- 
guently the Common Council had no power to 
compel them to take out permits to do some- 
thing which was allowed ‘by their charters. 
Judge Sedgwick, of the Superior Court, in 1876, 
inthe case of Prime against the Twenty-third- 
Street Railroad Company—a suit brought to ob- 
tain an injunction restraining the defendant 
from using Phe plows—ren a decision deny- 
ing the application for an injunction, but said 
that the property-holder could maintain an 
action against the company for creating a nui- 
sance, and that the company could be compelled 
to remove it. In 188 the lice had charge 
of the street-cleaning, and in narrow streets 
the snow was piled up so high that garbage carts 
could not drive up to the curb-stone. They ar- 
rested several drivers of snow-plows, and then 
the Seventh, Eighth, and Ninth Avenue and Dry 
Dock and Fast Broadway Lines brought suit 
ugainst the Mayor and corporation for an injunc- 
tion to prevent police interference. The com- 
nies presented a most elaborate case, and 
Bac ed it up with affidavits from all the large 
business and truck firms, averring that the snow- 
plows were a great help to them, as the clearing 
of the streets facilitated the passage of loaded 
wagons. The City put in evidence photographs 
of some of the icy mounds in different parts of 
the City, but Judge Donohue granted a prelim- 
inary injunction against the City. The City took 
an appeal, but it has never been argued. f 

“ The different opinions on the matter,” said 
Mr. Andrews, “show that property-holder can 
force the companies to remove the obstructions 
within a reasonable time, and possibly an action 
brought by the City would hold. I have never 
been asked to bring such a suit, but if Mr. Cole- 
man will request me to do so, on the ground 
that the piled-up snow interferes with the work of 
the Street-cleaning Department, I shall be pleased 
todoit. Tofinda solution of the difficulty at 
the request of the Mayor I shall draft in'a day or 
two an ordinance forcing all‘railroad companies 
to remove the snow contiguous to their tracks 
immediately after the cessation of a storm, and 
imposing a penalty of $100 or morefor each day 
the nuisance remains.” 

Commissioner Coleman, under the supposition 
that the ordinance spoken of by Mr. Andrews 
was sound law, addressed letters to the different 
car companies calling their attention to its pro- 
visions, and asking what measures they had 
takemto comply with them. The only company 
answering the communication was the Belt Line, 
which replied that it was doing all in its power to 
remove the snow from the streets it used. Mr. 
Coleman, when told that the Corporation Coun- 
zel was of the opinion that the City could main- 
tain a suit against the companies, and that the 

complaint should come from the Street-cleaning 
Department, gave the assurance that he would 
take action in the matter without further delay. 

There was a warm discussion in the Board of 
Aldermen poseeesey relative to the use of snow- 
plows by the street railroad companies. A City 

ordinance provides that the companies must 
a to reduce the snow thrown up by the 
plows to such a level that vehicles may readily 
approach the curb-stones and render the whole 
roadway safe before the Mayor shall grant the 
required permit to use the plows. This has to be 
done within %4 hours after the fall of snow, and 
if any company neglects it, itis the duty of the 
Police Commissioners to have the work done at 
the company’s expense. The board passed a 
resolution requesting the Mayor to entorce the 
ordinance to the letter. 

Then Alderman Smith presented a resolution 

which, if adopted, would have repealed the ordi- 
nance concerning snow-plows, and he was sup- 
sorted to an extent by Alderman Grant. The 
atter thought that the use of the plows should 
be dispensed with in certain districts. Alderman 
Fitzpatrick thought that the railroads should use 
horses and carts to remove the snow. Alderman 
Smith said that the snow had been piled up at 
Twenty-third-street and Seventh-avenue so that 
the houses could not be readily reached. Alder- 
man Wells saw that spow-plows were necessary 
in the upper parts of the City, and that it would 
be equivalent to telling the people to remain at 
home to forbid the use of plowsin the new dis- 
trict. Several amendments were offered, and the 
discussion became general. Finally,a motion to 
refer the wholesubject to the Railroad Commit- 
tee for a report was adopted. 

No attempt was made by the Street-cleaning 
Department to remove the accumulations of 
snow and slush from the streets yesterday dur- 
ing the daylight hours, and as a result traffic was 
impeded in all directions and pedestrians were 
put to great inconvenience. Commissioner Cole- 
man said: * Yesterday was Christmas, and very 
few persons placed their ashes and garbage on 
the street. The down-town business houses were 
generally closed, and of course their ashes were 
not put out, and thonsands of residents 
neglected to prepare their ashes and garbage for 
removal simply because 1t was a holiday. In 
consequence, I find this morning that the depart- 
ment has from 7,000 to 8.000 loads of ashes and 
garbage to remove, and it will take all day to 
do this work. To-night I shail have 500 carts, 
and as many shovelers at work cleaning the 
streets, a total force of about 1,000 men, and 
by to-morrow morning, unless I have another 
snow-storm to fight, which I am told is very 
probable, you will see a great change for the bet- 
ter in thestreets of the City. Lroadway and 
the streets leading to the ferries will be cleaned 
first,,with the streets parallel to these thorough- 
fares. Meanwhile, the elements are helping us 
to a certain extent.. The snow is thawing, and I 
have a force at work keeping the culverts open 
and the cross-walks clean as far as possible.” 

The work last night in Broadway was divided 
into sections from Thirty-fourth-street to Bowl- 
ing Green. The hundreds of Italians who were 
hired to assist the vegutar employes of the de- 
partment were notof much use. They talked 
more than they shoveled, and were constantly 
afraid of being run over by the omnibuses. {The 
cleanest work was between Twenty-first and 
Fourteenth streets. Huge piles of dirty snow 
lined the curbstone from Union-square to the 
Battery. After business hours last night hun- 
dreds of carts were set at work dumping loads of 
itinto the East and the North Rivers. Helief 
squads will be kept at work day and night until 
the snow is all removed. 

The streets yesterday were certainly in a con- 
dition to thoroughly justify Commissioner Cole- 
manin his estimate of the 2at work before 
him. Onthe thoroughfares through which the 
horse railroads pass the tracks were covered with 
a thick deposit of snow, mingled with dirt, which 
the boofs of the horses have pounded into a dis- 
agreeably stony paste, on which the wheels of 
the cars slipped continually, making it a hard 
task for even the double teams to draw them at 
the ordinary speed. On either side of the tracks 
long and high ridges of dirty snow were piled up 
where the snow-plow had thrown it, and the car 
tracks furnished the only practicable road upon 
which trucks and wagons could be hauled. he 
consequence was that the tracks were-continu- 
ally blocked by the traffic of the street, and the 
natural profanity of the average driver found 
iull scope for expression. In West Broadway, 
where so many horse cars come tegether on the 
down-town trip, there were continual blockades 
from morning to night. 

The disadvantages under which pedestrians 
labored in wading through the snow were great. 
The mercury rose with the sun, and at 2 o’clock 
it had reached 35°. The rays of the sun beating 
steadily upon the heaps of snow and the crushed 
snow and sand in the streets caused a 
gentie thaw, which filled the gutters with 
water, made deep and treacherous pools 
at every street crossing, and covered 
the half-cleaned sidewalks with a coating of 
filthy, slippery slush, on which the foot of man 
found no safe abiding-place. At the corners of 
streets, where the crosswalks began, hummocks 
of ice had formed, and the unfortunate pedes- 
trian, stepping on these, slid gently and forcibly 
down intoa dirty pool. One of the greatest an- 
noyances to which the foot traveler was sub- 
jected was the constant Sripoins of the slowly 
melting snow from roofs and awnings, telegraph 
wires and signs. The elevated railroad structures 
furnished a free shower bath to the horse car 
drivers and all who were obliged to pass beneath 
them. A constant drip, drip, drip, marked the 

line of the structures from the Battery to 
Harlem. The roofs of some of the buildings 
were cleaned of snow by men who shoveled 
it into the street. The Stewart Building, at 
Chambers-strect and Broadway, was relieved of 
its burden in this way during the afternoon, to 
the astonishment of pedestrians passing, who 
were startled by seeing huge blocks of snow fall 
at their feet. Some sloping roofs discharged the 
snow themselves when the thaw began. This 
was the case with the new wing of St. Vincent's 
Hospital, from which a perfect avalanche de- 
scended into West Eleventh-street, making a 
noise like the report of an explosion.

A BARGE RUN HARD ON THE ROCKS 


—_——_»———— 


TWO OF HER CREW SAVED WHEN NEARLY 
FROZEN AND ONE DROWNED. 
Between 2 and 3 o’clock on Monday 
a tug-boat, with four barges in tow, from Provi- 
dence, R. I., ran one of the barges on the rocks 
at Stretford Shoals Light-house. Finding that 
the boat was hard on, the Captain of the tug or- 
dered the hawser by which the barge with one 
other was being towed to be cut, and the tug 
went on its way. The barge which struck on the 
rocks was stove in, and in a short time filled and 
sank. Two of the three men who were on her 
succeeded in climbing onto the rocks, where they 
were discovered by the light-house-keepers, who 
threw a rope to them. They made this fast 
around their waists and were, with much difficul- 
ty; drawn up into the light-housejnearly dead 

with the cold. Their companion was drowned. 

At noon on Monday the Captain of the steam- 
er Nonowantne, running between Port Jeffert 
son and Bridgeport, while on the way to 
the former place, saw the second rge 
that was cut loose with a distress signal fiy- 
ing. He at once went to her assistance, 
and with much dijiiculty saved her from going 
on the light-house rocks also. The Captain of 
the ge then requested the Captain of the 
Nonowantne to tow him tothe dock at Bridge- 
port. The steamer took the barge in tow. and, 
after the two men who had been rescued from the 
sunken barge had been taken on board, pro- 
cceded on her way. When about a mile from 
the mar Sage Light-house the tug which had 
deserted the barges came in search of them, 
Hailing the men on the barge that was in tow of 
the Nonowantne the tug Captain ordered them 
to cast loose from the steamer. The Captain of 
that boat ordered them not to do s0, but to go 
into Bridgeport and settle up with him for his 
towing. ‘The tug followed closely, and when 
some distance inside the light-house ran along- 
side of the barge, and, making fast to her, one of 
the deck hands jumped on board of the barge 
and cut her loose from the Nonowantne and 
towed her away. Suit will be brought by the 
owners of the Nonowantne against the owners 
of the barge for salvage.

YOUNG VON STERNBERGER’S WORDS TO HIS 
FRIEND BEFORE HE TOOK POISON, 

An autopsy was held Tuesday evening at 
the Presbyterian Hospital upon the body of L. 
Richard Von Sternberger, the young German 
who committed suicide at Adolph Hesse’s drug 
store, in Second-avenue, on Monday night. Death 
was found to have been caused by morphine 
poisoning. Yesterday the funeral services were 
held at the hospital The Rev, Theodore 
Dresel, of Brooklyn, who is a friend of Prof. 
Andresen, of Bonn, the young man’s uncle and 
guardian, officiated. The body was placed in the 
receiving vault of the Lutheran Cemetery. at 
Middle Village, Long Island, to await the orders 
of the relatives in Germany. Mr. Jobn Nelider- 
stein, at whose house Von Sternberger spent the 
evening before committing suicide, has written 
to the young man's relatives and will take 
charge of his effects until he hears from them, 
Von Sternberger, he says, was remarkably jolly 
Christmas evening. i 

“ This is my second happy Christmas,” he said 
to Mr. Neiderstein. ‘Last Christmas I was be- 
trothed to Maria Marx, and this Christmas I am 
here with you.” Mr. Neiderstein does not doubt 
that Von Sternberger was what he represented 
himself to be—a scion of a noble family. He had 
only been in the country 11 months, Last Sum- 
mer he was sick at Meyer’s Hotel, in Hoboken, 
and when he recovered left his trunk as security 
for his indebtedness. The trunk is still there and 
will be opened to-morrow. Von Sternberger had 
no money on his person.

SWILL MILK FROM THE COUNTRY. 
A PLEASANT DISCUSSION AT THE MILK EX- 
CHANGE YESTERDAY. 


The Directors and stockholders of the 
New-York Milk Exchange, limited, held a meet- 
ing yesterday afternoon at No. 1 Desbrosses- 
street, Pierson E. Sanford in thechair. The price 
paid for milk during the present month was 4 
cents per quart, and a member moved that the 
price for January be fixed at 84 cents. This mo- 
tion gave rise to a lively discussion over the sub- 
ject of swill milk, especially Orange County milk, 
which has generally been supposed to be the best 
that could be obtained in the vicinity of New- 
York. According to the statements of the mem- 


bers of the Milk Exchange, however, the milk in 
this county was not superior to that obtained 
several years ago from Long Island djseased cows 
that were fed on distillery swill. G. Slaughter 
remarked that a cow needed four or five acres of 
pasture land, but he knew of one farm of 70 
acres where 75 cows were kept, and Mr. Miller 
knew one farmer who had 104 cows on 100 acres 
of land, and of another farmer who kept 55 cows 
on 60 acres. 

One of these farmers had told Mr. Slaughter 
that he could sell milk at 34% cents per quart and 
makemoney. Of course,any one who was ac- 
quainted with these facts could see that the land 
on which such large numbers of cows were kept 
could not produce half enough food to feed 
them. The farmers bought brewery grains and 
distillery swill from all parts of the State, as far 
out as Buffalo. This stuff was was brought by 
rail by the carful, and when the farmers came 
to unload the cars the nauseating stench could be 
smelled for miles. The swill was often so old and 
decayed that it abounded witn worms, and this 
putrid, squirming rottenness was 
fed to the cows, who ate it because 
they could not get any better food. 
The owners of these cows were the men who 
could afford to undersell the honest farmer who 
fed his animals on sound grainand hay. The 
Erie Mutual Producers’ Association, now dead, 
was said to have been engaged in this kind of 
business, and the Inspectors of the Board of 
Health were said to have been on very good 
terms with its officers. Chairman Sanford said 
that he never purchased any milk from swill 
farms, nor even from any farms where the cows 
were fed on ensilage, for he had noticed that 
milk from ensilage-fed cows did not yield good 
cream. The other members of the Exchange 


farmers to supply them with milk from cows fed 
on pure food and not swill, and that to encour- 
age these farmers it was necessary to pay them 
a fair price. It was finally decided to pay 4 cents 
per quart for the month of January.

MR. BRAMAN CROSS-EXAMINED. 
CONTINUATION OF THE FEUARDENT-DI CES- 
NOLA LIBEL SUIT, 

There was but one witness examined in 
the Feuardent-Di Cesnola libel suit yesterday, 
Mr. Benjamin Braman, a microscopist and ex- 
pert in regard to the surfaces of Cypriote stone. 
He testified,as he did on Friday last, that the 
work on the surface of the statuette of Venus 
was wholly that of an ancient hand, and that 
there was no trace of any changes on the surface 
of the mirror or about it that indicated recent 
handiwork. Such changesas were evident, were, 
he said, due wholly to the action of the atmos- 
phere, the disintegration resulting from burial, 


and the action of water. The subjection of the 
figures to baths such as they have been given 
resulted only in giving them a cleaner appear- 
ance, owing tO the washing out of the dirt 
from the exposed pits of the uncovered 
cells which make up the surface. He also ex- 
plained at length ‘the action of heat on the 
stone, as changing the color from its original 
creamy appearance to a leaden hue. This 
change he cxpiaines by showing several pieces 
of stone that had been heated in a crucible or in 
aspiritlamp. This exper’ment had been made 
by him to prove that tiie leaden-colored heads 
on the figures of the Egyptian warrior and the 
youth holding a ball in his hand was due to 
1eat. ‘Then he testified that, judging from the 
microscopic examination of the surface, the 
heads belonged.to the bodies on which they had 
been placed. 

The cross-examination rather shattered the 
Yalue of Mr. Braman’s somemeny What informa- 
tion he had as tothe original character of the 
stone, of. the soil, climate, rain-fall of Cyprus, 
and the effect of these on the stone game, he said, 
wholly from Col. Di Cesnola; His*experiments 
had all been made at the Museum on stone which 
Di Cesnola had given him, and Di Cesnola was 
present while the examinations were in progress. 

fr. Bangs created considerable amusement by 
the witness if he had ever met “Gen- 
eral” Feuardent, and by occasional allusions 
to him as General. The witness testified that 
the depth of the surfaces he had examined, flakes, 
reticulations or infiltrations, as they were vari- 
ously called, did not exceed one-sixtieth of an 
inch in thickness, of which three-eighths or one- 
half had been removed by the action of the air 
or water. Then he picked off from the statuette 
of Venus one of the deposits of carbonate of 
lime, which he said was an evidence of the an- 
cient character of thestone. Thig measured four 
one-thousandths of an inch in thickness, or one- 
half of its original thickness, He said the de- 
posits on the figures which he had seen was never 
of sufficient thickness to conceal the outlines of 
any figure, but he would not attempt to explain 
why the outlines of the mirror were not always 


visible. 

A statuette of Cypriote stone which had been 
introduced by Mr. Feuardent was shown the wit- 
ness, but he would not give an opinion as to 
whether it was of ancient or modern origin with- 
out a microscopic examination, A head which 
was shown him was, however, declared to be of 
ancient origin without hesitation. The cross- 
examination will be resumed at 11 o’clock this 
morning.

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PLUNGING DOWN AN EMBANKMENT 

AN ENGINEER KILLED IN THE WRECK OF A 
TRAIN NEAR PERTH AMBOY, 

As the morning freight train of the Long 
Branch Division of the Pennsylvania Railroad, 
bound for Rahway, was passing the switch near 
the junction between Perth Amboy and Wood- 
bridge early yesterday morning the locomotive 
and four of the box cars left the track, which at 
that point runs along a high embankment. The 
derailed engine and cars were hurled down the 
incline. Engineer Frederick I. Pinnes, who was 
seated on the right side of the cab, went down 
with the engine. He was caught beneath it 
and instantly killed. His body was not dug out 
from beneath the wreck until after two hours’ 
hard work by the hands on the wrecking train. 
The fireman jumped as the engine left the track, 
and, landing in a snow-bank, escaped unharmed. 
Brakeman James Farley received severe injuries 
about the head. While the wreck of the engine 
and four cars was being removed, which occu- 
pied about eight hours, all the Pennsylvania 
trains were sent over the Long Branch Division 
of the Central Railroad of New-Jersey to Eliza- 
bethport, reaching the Pennsylvania main line 
by way of the Newark and Elizabethport 
Branch. 

The cause of the accident is supposed to have 
been the spreading of arail. Itisalso said that 
the switch tongue was bent, throwing the switch 
open. Train Dispatcher George Wait said there 
was no perceptible reason for the accident, al- 
though the fireman's remark that steam had been 
shut off just before the engine left the track leads 
to the belief that faster time than prescribed for 
freight trains had been made. The remains of 
Engineer Pinnes, who was a man of superior 
education and a brother of Dr. Pinnes, of Eliza- 
beth, were taken to his residence in that place for 
interment. He was about 40 years old and leaves 
a wife and two children.

MANAGING THE RAILWAYS, 


EARNINGS OF THREE OF THE VAN- 
DERBILT ROADS. 

A YEAR’S BUSINESS OF THE LAKE SHORE, 

CANADA SOUTHERN, AND MICHIGAN CEN- 
TRAL AND THEIR DIVIDENDS. 


At the meeting of the Directors of three 
of the railroads of the Vanderbilt system, held at 
the Grand Central Station in this City, yesterday, 
dividends were declared as follows: Lake Shore 
and Michigan Southern, 2 per cent., (quarterly ;) 
Canada Southern, 2 per cent. (semi-annual,) and 
Michigan Central, 3 per cent., (semi-annual.) All 
of these are payable on the first of February next. 
Condensed statements of the business of the year 
on each of the three roads were presented, that 
of the present month being partly estimated in 
each case. 

The Lake Shore and Michigan Soutnern Com- 
pany reports gross earnings of $18,550,000, an in- 
crease of $824,361 over 1882. Operating expenses 
and taxes, amounting to $10,975,000, show a de- 
crease of $82,807 over last year, the net earnings 
being $7,575,000, an increase of $407,168, and the 


percentage of earnings 69.17. For interest, 
rentals, and dividends on guaranteed stock was 
paid $3,550,000, leaving a balance of $4,025,000, or 
$8 14 per share. From this $3,957, was paid 
for dividends, leaving a surplus of $67,680, which 
is $115,832 less than the surplus of last year. The 
operating expenses include the cost of 10,000 
tons of steel rails and all other outlay for the 
maintenance and improvement of the property. 
The Michigan Central and Canada Southern 
Roads are operated as one line, the former under 
the traffic agreement taking two-thirds and the 
latter one-third of the receipts, and being 
charged with operating expenses in the same pro- 
portion. The oe earnings were $14,000,000, of 
which $4,800, were net earnings. The oper- 
ating expenses were 69.28 per cent. of the gross 
earnings, or $9,700,000. There was paid for inter- 
est and rentals $2,475,000, leaving a balance of 
ey Of this the Michigan Central received 
1,216,667, and the Canada Southern $608,333. This 
in the case of the former amounted to $6 49 per 
share, and in the latter $4 05. After the payment 
of divinends the Michigan Central had a surplus 
of $92,375, and the Canada Southern one of $8,333. 


ANOTHER CANTILEVER PLANNED. 

Lockport, N. Y., Dec. 26.—Niagara River 
is apparently to be spanned by another railroad 
bridge at no very distant date. Itis stated that 
Congressman R. 8. Stevens, of Attica, who is a 
railroad builder of extended experience, and 
Paesident of the projected railroad from Attica, 
through Lockport, to Youngstown, at the mouth 
of Niagara River, bas in his hands and will intro- 
duce early in the present Congress a bill author- 
izing the construction of a new cantilever rail- 


road bridge over the Niagara River at or near 
Lewiston. A bill granting similar rights will 
be introduced in the Canadian Parliament early 
in the forthcoming session, and will doubtless 

ass. Itis understood that the Grand Trunk 

ailroad is at the bottom of the scheme, which 
will give its road direct connection with the 
Rome, Watertown and Ogdensburg Road at 
Lewiston, without the steep grade of the hill 
necessary to get to the old Suspension bridge. 
Con man Stevens is interested in the new 
bridge, as it will give his new road a northern 
and western outlet, and it is thought that the 
Grand Trunk will acquire control of the Rome, 
Watertown and Ogdensburg Road if the bridge 
charter is granted. Its money, at least, will 
build the bridge. 

The preliminary papers were to-day prepared 
for a charter and stock subscription for a new 
railroad of standard gauge, to run from Lock- 

rt to Olcott, a popular Summer resort and 
hriving lake port 12 miles north of this city. The 
projectors of this road are prominent Olcott peo- 
ple, who will hold a meeting next week. This road 
is designed to connect at Lockport either with 
the new Lockport, Attica and Youngstown 
Road or with the New-York Central and has re- 
ceived encoyragement from both companies. It 
will give a first-class coal and fruit shipping sta- 
tion to either road {which operates it. Experts 
estimate it can be built for $100,000, including 
right of way.

PROSPECTS OF HARMONY.

As statedin THE 
TrmMEs of the 25th inst., the Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul Railroad withdrew from sale here 
the orders for tickets to points west of Chicago, 
and yesterday, by authority of Commissioner 
Pierson, tickets over that road forall points in 
the Westand North-west were again restored, 
and can now be obtained at any of the trunk line 
onices here or in Boston. As a necessary conse- 
quence the tariff rate to St. Paul and Minneapolis 
has been restored, and intending travelers can no 
longer avail themselves of the cut recently 
ordered to meet the cut rates to these points over 
the St. Paul Road.

GEN. MACKENZIE’S ILLNESS. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—Gen. Mackenzie, 
commander of the Department of Texas, is 
afflicted with mental trouble, occasion by nervy- 
ous prostration. He has been relieved of com- 
mand temporarily, and the affairs of his depart- 


ment are now directed by Gen. Schofield. No 
further action has been fo by the War De- 
partment, as it is desired to await ‘developments 
of the case before ordering a medical board to 
examine him. Although it is thought that Gen. 
Mackenzie's trouble is only temporary, his con- 
dition causes grdve_ apprehensions among his 
friends. The War Department was informed 
about a week ago of Gen. Mackenzie's condition, 
and that he was under the care of the surgeon in 
charge at head-quarters at San Antonio. 

Gen. Mackenzie succeeded to the command of 
the Department of Texas upon the retirement of 
Gen. Sherman, his promotion coming to him in 
consequence of the changes made at that time. 
He was transferred from the Department of 
New-Mexico. Army friends here say that he has 
long been a sufferer from neuralgic and nervous 
affections, which have been aggravated by ex- 
panase in service on the frontier and by his resi- 

ence in New-Mexico. During the war he was 
twice severely wounded, and much of the ner- 
vous trouble which has afflicted him for years is 
due to those injuries. His friends fear that even 
should he recover from his present mental pros- 
tration he will be incapacitated for active service.

After as prosperous a journey as could be ex- 
pected at this season of the year, I arrived at my 
seat the day before Christmas, having prrviously 
divested myself of my official character. I am 
now a¢private citizen on the banks of the Po- 
tomack, where I should be happy to see you 
if your public business would ever permit, and 
where, in the mean time, I shall fondly cherish 
the remembrance of all your former friendship. 

Altho’ I scarcely need tell you how much I

Valker (whose merits are too well known to you 
to need a recommendation of him from me. if 
any thing should cast up favorable to his wishes) 
to depart for New-York without giving your Ex- 
cellency one more testimony of the obligations I 
consider myself under for the spirited and able 
assistance I have often derived from the State 
under your administration.

SNOW AND ICE IN GREAT CITIES. 
Lo the Hdttor of the New-York Times: 

I agree in the main with “ Medicus,” but 
a glance: at the sidewalks will show that mere 
shoveling them off is generalzy badly done, even 
before the houses of wealthy people. At least 
three-fourths of the sidewalks in this City are 
now ina dangerous and disgraceful condition; 
much snow, which is packed down hardly, re’ 
mains on most of them, making them very alip- 
pery to all who are not provided with rubbers 
and arctics. The best and quickest way to get 
rid of this surplus is to sprinkle salt upon them. - 
The snow and ice will then soon dissolve, and can 
be easily swept into the gutters, which the salt 
will also help to keep clear down to the nearest 
receiving basins.

MMR. PEEL FOR SPEAKER, DOBBS’S 
WORK, AND MISS ANDERSON, 
CATTLE-SHOW WEEK AND THE WORE DOBBS 

HAS DONE—ART AFFAIRS AND COM- 
PLAINTS OF DULL TIMES, 
Lonpon, Dec. 11.—At last Mr, Gladstone 


has found a Speaker to succeed Sir Henry 
Brand, who, itis now understood, in spite 
of recent rumors to the contrary, had defi- 
nitely decided not to retain his‘seat in the 
chair in the next session of Parliament. 
About a dozen names had been mentioned 
from time to time as those of members 
likely to be chosen to preside over the 
House of Commons, but with none of these 
gentlemen, I believe, were negotiations 
really opened except in the case of Mr. 
Goschen, and he, it is well known, was ur- 
gently pressed by the Premier to take the 
prospectively vacant office. At one time 
it was confidently expected that the selec- 
tion of Mr. Goschen would prove the solu- 
tion of the difficulty, and universal satis- 
faction was expressed at this arrange- 
ment. There was but one remark 
made on the announcement: “ Yes, of 
course, Goschen is the very man.” High- 
minded, independent, personally pop- 
ular, of fine presence and firm character, 
experienced in the ways of the House, Mr. 
Goschen seemed to possess every qualifica- 
tion needed for a first-rate Speaker. But 
“ there’s many a slip,”’ &c., and it’ was Mr. 
Goschen himself who dashed the cup from 
his own lips. Itis said that after due de- 
liberation he positively declined to accept 
the nomination to the post. What his full 
reasons were are not known, and only one 
valid plea has been urged against his selec- 
tion, and that is, that Mr. Goschen has 
very weak sight, a serious disadvantage no 
doubt when so much issupposed to depend 
upon “ catching the Speaker’s eye.”” That 
process, however, is known by those famil- 
jar with the inner life of Parliament to be 
nothing more than a polite fiction. On 
ordinary occasions, no doubt, when there 
is nothing particular going on, the Speaker 
certainly does select the first member he 
happens to catch sight of among those 
who rise to continue the discussion. But 
when a great debate is on foot it is pretty 
well arranged beforehand that certain 
members are to take part in it, and the 
“Speaker's eye,” curiously enough, hap- 
pens to light just on those very gentlemen 
whose names appear on a list drawn up 
and handed to him by the “‘ whips” of the 
respective parties. So I fancy there are 
other reasons besides his defective vision 
which have deterred Mr. Goschen from ac- 
cepting the honorable post of Speaker. 
The member whom the Government have 
offered to nominate, and who has now 
consented to accept their nomination, is 
Mr. Arthur Peel, the youngest son of the 
late and great Sir Robert Peel. The choice 


does not excite much enthusiasm among 
the Liberals, and will not unlikely, when 
the time comes, provoke opposition from 
the Conservative side. Mr. hur Peel is 
generally regarded as an re ane 
somewhat commonplace man, not partict- 
larly distinguished for ability and in only 
a moderate degree endowed with those 
personal gi of presence and bearing 
which are deemed so essential in a Speaker, 
He is tall and thin, with a pale face and 
dark whiskers, and in manner he has been 
described to me by one who knows him as 
“ quiet almost to self-effacement.’’ Hehas 
sat in the House about 20 years and has’ 
had considerable official experience in 
subordinate posts, one of which, the 
patronage Secretaryship of the Treasury, 
which is considered to give a future 
Speaker the best opportunities of studying 

e personnel of the House, he held for a 
few months only during the recess between 
the sessions of 1873 and 1874. Sir Henry 
Brand filled this post for about seven years. 
If Mr. Peelis to prove a success, he will 
have to develop qualities of which as yet 
his fellow-members have not seen much 
indication. 

We are in the agonies of cattle-show 
week, that annual visitation which quiet, 
easy-going Londoners always look forward 
to with horror, and endure as best aw d 
may. It is the one event of the year whic 
really makes a sensible difference to our 
ordinary every-day life. London isso vast 
and is, as a rule, so insensible to external 
influences that it is very rarely affected by 
any novelty. It absorbs and swallows up 
every fresh invasion, whether of men or 
ideas, as the ocean opens and closes upon a 
stone cast into it. But the cattleshow, and 
all that it brings with it, London cannot 
ignore. It is nothing that the railways 
bring so m any thousands of country visit- 
ors to town—a few thousands more or less 
don’t make much difference to us—but the 
cattle-show visitors more than any other 
class of strangers are “‘in evidence” every- 
where—in the streets, in the hotels, in the 
theatres and music halls, in the shops, at the 
shop windows, thrusting us from our acctis- 
tomed haunts and seats, causing the whole 
town to be ppavetes with their burly 
presence, and upsetting oes all 
round. Are there no places be got at 
our favorite play-houses? No, itis cattle- 
show week. Why are the omnibuses all 
“full inside’? attle-show week. You 
send a servant foracdb. None to be had. 
Cattle-show week. You drive into town— 
the road is blocked. Thereason? Cattle- 
show week. The Strand and Regent-street 
are thronged with abominations of a cer- 
tain class, surpassing those seen there at 
any othertime. Why? Cattle-show week. 
As for the cattle show itself, I tancy Lon- 
doners display less interest in it nowadays 
than was their wont. There was a time 
when the show was held in the Baker- 
street bazaar, when it was a sort of re- 
proach not to have been to see the fatted 
oxen and sheep, but the Agricultural Hall 
at Islington is along way from the centres 
of fashion and respectability; it has to be 
approached by roads cut up by tramway 
lines perilous to the wheels of broughams 
and victorias, and though royalty and the 
great aristocracy and plutocracy con- 
nected with the landed interest still pat- 
ronize it extensively the general public 
seem to care much less about it than they 
used todo. The great bulk of the visitors 
consist of the good, folk from the shires, 
and of these I fear it must be said—for the 
reasonsI have already given—that while 
we are pleased to see their broad, ruddy, 
beaming faces, we shall be still better 
pleased to see—their hacks. 

“Shall Dobbs haveastatue?’”’ The ques- 
tion has been raised of late and many 
anewer it in the affirmative. Why should 
Dobbs not have a statue? He is quite as 
well entitled to it as many a famous war- 
rior, poet, or philanthropist. So a statue 
for Dobbs by all means. And whois Dobbs, 
it may be asked, and why this public 
gratitude to the gentleman with the un- 
romantic name? Mr. Archibald E. Dobbs, 
be it known, is a wonderfully public- 
spirited gentleman, who by contesting the 
claim of the water companies to impose a 
higher rate than they are legally entitled 
to for the liquid they supply and by beat- 
ing his opponents in the struggle, has 
caused the public to be relieved of what 
would amount in the long run to some 
millions of taxation. Mr. Dobbs held that 
the water company had no right to charge 

him on his full rental, but only on the 
ratable value of his house. The company 
held that they had, and, as Mr. Dobbs 
would not pay up, they summoned him to 
a Police Court. The magistrate decided 
against Mr. Dobbs, and then he took the 
ease to the Court of Queen’s Bench, which 
decided in his favor. Then the company 
appealed to the “full court” and the 
Judges gave judgment against Mr. Dobbs. 
Not content with this, Mr. Dobbs appealed 
to the House of Lords, the final tribunal. 
and has come off triumphant. It certain- 
ly was one of the piuckiest things in 
the way of _ litigation ever done. 
Solely in the ublic interest—for 
the difference to Mr. Dobbs personally

Millais, Gustave Dore, Henry Cook, &c. In 
addition there are shortly to be opened 
collections of the works of Sir Joshua 
Reynolds at the Grosvenor Gallery and of 
those of Poole, Gainsborough, and others 
at the Royal Academy, while the 
first exhibition of the new  Insti- 
tute of Painters in Oil-colors’ will 
be opened in a few days, to which nearly 
5,000 works have been sent, though only 
about a fourth of that number tan be 
hung. Among other interesting picture 
shows is that at Mr. Agnew’s gallery, in 
which are to be found a series of excellent 
and interesting pictures of Thames scenery 
by Mr. Healey Halswelle, the result of 
many years’ study and residence on the 
river during the Summer months in a 
** house-boat,”’ one of those luxurious float- 
ing mansions which are now so commonly 
seen onthe Thames. Atanother exhibition, 
at Goupil’s, in Bond-street, will be found a 
fine collection chiefly by foreign painters. 
It also contains a considerable number of 
works by a young American artist, Mr. 
Frank Myers Boggs, whose contributions to 
the Paris Salon of last season attracted at- 
tention. He now shows a series of sketches 
in oil and water color, his studies being 
chiefly of Dutch landscape. Another clever 
American artist, Mr. Ernest: Parton, has 
also been working hard during the Sum- 
mer and will have ready for exhibition 
next year some landscapes which he has 

ainted at Botton Abbey and in its pic- 

uresque neighborhood. 

Miss Mary Anderson’s triumphant career 
continues without check or abatement. 
Were her object only to make money, she 
might have gone on playing Pauline in the 
“Lady of Lyons” for months to come, as 
the attendance at the Lyceum had shown 
no falling off and the demand for places 
was as great asever. But she chiefly de- 
sires to establish her reputation in Eng- 
land, and wishes the British public to see 
her in as many parts as she can conven- 
iently represent in the time at her disposal. 
Her performance in Gilbert’s *‘ Pygmalion 
and Galatea” on Saturday night was an 
unquestionable success. he critics are 
somewhat cold about it, and, while recog- 
nizing Miss Anderson’s great artistic merit, 
complain that she is not sufficiently fervent 
and that she does not touch the heart. Be 
this as it may, there can be no doubt as to 
the impression which Miss Anderson 
makes on the public, and certainly there 
Was never known an actress incapable of 
“touching” her audience who could arouse 
such a storm of enthusiasm as this lady 
excited on Saturday night. She was re- 
called three or four times after each fall of 
the curtain, and her reception was not so 
much a burst of applause as one roar of 
delight. Your readers no doubt will be 
interested to learn what difference exists 
between the performance of ‘ Pygmalion 
and Galatea” in London and that which 
has heretofore been presented in America. 
seme t | speaking, I understand that 
Miss Anderson has made little change in 
her interpretation of the animated statue, 
and Mr. Gilbert has expressed himself 
thoroughly satisfied with her rendering of 
the part—in fact, he has spoken of i os 
“an ideal Galatea.’’ But she has now 
the advantage of much stronger acting 
support than she ever had before. She has 
a really excellent company to work with; 
a fine, manly Pygmalion in Mr. J. H. 
Barnes, and an exceptionally good 
Cynisca in Miss Amy Roselle. The play is 
mounted with very great care, and the 
sculptor’s studio, which constitutes the 
one scene of the piece, is built up in the 
most solid manner and its decorations and 
furniture are a marvel of antiquarian ac- 
curacy. Several passages of the dialogue 
which had been cut out in America the 
author has now restored, and he has also 
abolished the innovation introduced in the 
States of a storm of thunder and lightning 
when Cynisca delivers the curse which 
strikes her husband blind. Another 
change consists in the fact that Miss An- 
derson wears her own hair slightly touched 
to give it a stone-like appearance, when 
the sfatue becomes animated. Asa statue 
her hair is perfectly white, and, I may re- 
mark here, that so absolutely motionless 
was she as she stood on the pedestal, that, 
having a seat in the fourth row of the 
stalls, and being therefore in a better posi- 
tion to judge of the facts, I was actually 
asked by several critics who had sat 
further off, whether the statue was really 
the actress herself or an artificial figure ! 

The dress which Miss Anderson wore, a 
white cotton fabric, so crimped as to make 
the texture resemble marble, was of the 
same sort as that which she assumed in 
America. In her beautiful poses and atti- 
tudes she had had the advantage of study- 
ing antique designs in the British Museum, 
and was also assisted with advice by Mr. 
Frank D. Millet and by Mr. Alma-Tadema, 
our greatest painter of classical subjects. 
Mr. Tadema was gerne at the per- 
formance, and went behind the scenes 
more than once to suggest some altera- 
tions in the arrangement of Miss 
Anderson’s costume, in one case pin- 
ning itup in front, so that it might sit 
more easily. Altogether Mr. Tadema was 
extremely pleased with Miss Anderson’s 
realization of the Greek spirit of the part, 
in both acting and dress, though he has 
criticised somewhat severely the classicism 
of the other characters. The house on 
Saturday was as full as it could be, and, in 
fact, the demand for seats was greatly in 
excess of thesupply. The production of 
Mr. Gilbert’s new play, “Comedy and 
Tragedy,” is postponed for the present, and 
no date has yet been fixed for it.

FAST HORSES AND THOSE WHO DROVE THEM 

ON THE ROAD—ALL SORTS AND CONDI- 


TIONS OF SLEIGHS, 

The sleighing was good on “the road” 
yesterday, although somewhat heavy, and there 
was a lively display of fast trotters and hand- 
some sleighs after 2 o’clock in the afternoon, all 
the way from the Park to Fordham. It was damp 
and chilly during most of the day, but when 
the sun shone out the air was very 
mild and pleasant. Numbers of sleek horses 
in handsome blankets stood under the sheds of 
the different road-houses, while their owners in- 
ternally warmed themselves inside, from Bert- 
holf’s, at One Hundred and Sixteenth-street, out 
as far as Sibberns'’s club-house, where most of 
the sporting men gathered. 

One of the first horsemen out in the afternoon 
was George Gould, who drove a handsome bay 
gelding in a light trotting sleigh. Frank Work 
drove out as faras Harry’s with Edward, and, 
leaving his steed under the shed, he held a pro- 
tracted session inside, and then drove back to the 
City without having crossed the bridge, Edward 
S. Stokes, attired in sealskin from head to foot, 
drove back and forth on St. Nicholas-avenue 
with Bellflower and Lyman until late 
in the evening. The veteran of the 
road, James Bevens, speeded a _ fast 
bay mare between the bridge and Judge Smith's, 
and John Quinn, who was the first man on the 
road after the snow fell this Winter, drove out to 
see the “ fat boy,” otherwise Gabe Case. A con- 
spicuous figure during the afternoon was Tony 


Hart, of the Theatre Cqamique, who wore seal- 
skins and drovea pair of handsome bays. Other 
well-known horsemen on the road were Shepherd 
F. Knapp. ex-Senator James M.’ Oakley arles 
Weeks, Garry Walker, Capt. Underhill, Robert 
Whitehead, Samuel Sniffen, Edmund F. Rogers, 
Wright Duryea, Frederick Ryderbock, William 
G. Schenck, Vanderbilt Cross, Lucius B. aw em 
ton, Ransome Parker, §r., James Randolph, 
George D. Knight, John Murphy, Foster 
Dewey, and Anson B. Taylor. A turnout that 
attracted much attention was a fast black horse 
driven by a handsome and jatnty young woman 
with black hair and eyes, who was attired in 
sealskins and held her reins like a veteran whip. 
She has been on the road every afternoon since 
the sleighing began, and no one knows who she 
is, though her handsome black has passed a num- 
ber of fast horses in “ brushes” on the other side 
of the bridge. 

Any one with a love for varicty must have 
been delighted with the number of styles of 
sleighs that were exhibited. There were all kinds 
and patterns of sleighs, from those which were 
out of date 10 years ago to those which were just 
brand-new from the maker’s hands. In cutters 
there was little variety, the common pattern 
with a square body and a high, curving dash- 
board being common. Nearly all of them were 
painted black and highly varnished. A few were 
red, two or three were yellow, and one was white 
witha n stripe near the edge. Runners were 
of brilliant red, maroon, seal brown, black, dark 
blue, and yellow. Some of the cutters were 
heavy and ungraceful. Others were built in imi- 
tation of the latest style of road wagons. They 
set low, and had’ runners and stanchions so fine 
that they gave the spectator the impression that 
they were hu spiders gliding along. Some of 
the latest fashions in cutters were the Russian 
types. Allof these set pretty low and have an- 

er bodies. Huge dash-boards rise perpendicu- 
arly in front to a height which absolutely pre- 
vents any snow from being thrown into the 
rider’s face. 

‘he family sleighs, however, are those which 
exhibit the greatest variety. Their size enables 
makers to originate all sorts of shapes and fin- 
ishings. The most striking family turnout on 
the road yesterday was a large sleigh seating six 
persons. The box seat was as high as that of a 
park phaeton. The second and third seats faced 
each other and were low down. The back of the 
sleigh was — and straight. The whole vehicle 
looked something like a gigantic W, with the 
middle point and front line much higher than the 
rest. e step leading to the body was low down. 
The dashboard was broad and high and was as 
[med # oan A as the back of a seat in an old-fash- 
oned Methodist “‘meetin’-house.”” On top of it 
was a wire screen, on each side of which rosea 
short stanchion, surmounted by a flossy tuft of 
black hair. The harness was heavily trimmed 
with black fur, the back-band cloths, breechings, 
collars,and blinders being quite covered with it. 
The forelocks of the horses were covered with 
tufts of black and similar ornaments hung from 
their breasts. Three silver bells rose high above 
each back-band and made merry music. All the 
Russian sleighs carried ornamental plumes or 
tufts on each side of the dashboard. Another 
pretty double sleigh had two seats. It was small 
and square. In fact, so far_as shape was con- 
cerned, it was simply a box. But in finish it was 
chaste and stylish. The two seats were equally 
high, and the sides of the vehicle were finished 
with checker-board work. The running gear 
was a brilliant red. The two runners rose 
high in front and terminated in storks’ heads, 
above which rose the usual plumes. Red tufts 
hung from the harness. The silver bells on the 
back-band had no clappers inside, but around 
them, on rings, hung a number of silver pendants 
which rattled against the bells and produced 
the jingling without which sleighing is a delusion 
and a snare. Occasionally a variation would 
be seen in the dashboards. Some projected in 
front and suddenly bent batk, forming a sharp 
and aggressive-looking angle. Others curved 
sinuously back until they almost touched the 
knees of the driver, when they shot forward 
again. A number of the old-fashioned Albany 
sleighs was seen, their curve from front to bac 
looking antiquated among the newstyles. One 
two-seated Russian sleigh, drawn by three iron 
gray horses harnessed abreast, attracted not a 
little attention as it went over the bridge. 

One uliar sleigh was shaped almost likea 
whale-boat, having curved sides, and being 
pointed at each end. Several sleighs, with four 
runners instead of two, were seen and pepeees 
to travel very easily. One beautiful little cut- 
ter’s body swung between the runners on apy 
and its occupant looked remarkably happy as he 
oscillated easily over the rough spots. Inthe 
midst of a crowd of handsome cutters wasa red 
box of the most humble fashion carrying two 
members of the Fire Department. A family con- 
veyance, which contained a remarkably happy- 
looking assembly was a long wooden box, with a 
rough coat of red, mount upon wooden run- 
ners, which were innocent of iron sheathing, 
but, nevertheless, rose to an awkward height in 
front, and were surmounted by American flags. 
One very pretty sleigh was built after the pat- 
tern of a lady’s phaeton. It had a large com- 
fortable seat with a shell-shaped back, behind 
which was a rumble where the coachman gat 
and handled the ribbons, while the two fair oc- 
cupants huddied up in their luxurious sealskins, 
and looked asif they were not quite sure that 
the whole business wasn’t a fraud. Another 
sleigh had evidently been made out of an ancient 
carryall mounted upon home-made runners. 
Several Russian sleighs, with solid runners made, 
like those of a boys’ sled, out of a single board, 
were seen. A number of them tried the road on 
Christmas day, but found the snow too deep. 
They set very low, and, when they struck deep 
spots, they ee the snow up in front of them 
until the horses were uuable to pull them 
ahead. Only one sleigh, in the Eastern style, 
with runners made out of wheels, was seen. he 
felloes of these wheels were cut through at the 
top, and the rear part bent down till it lay flat on 
the ground. The remaining spokes acted as 
stanchions, and the whole was put on the axle 
by means of the hub. The single specimen of 
this style was regarded with expressions of curi- 
osity mingled with disgust by the spectators.

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A PICTURESQUE BROOKLYN FIRE. 


FLAMES ENVELOPING HARDENBERGH & CO.’S 
CARPET STORE, 

A fire, which éaused much delay and an- 
noyance to business people and stopped car 
travel for several hours, ovcurred yesterday af- 
ternoon about 2 o’clock on Fulton-street, Brook- 
lyn. Mr. L. V. D. Hardenbergh, of the carpet 
firm of Hardenbergh & Co., No. 147 Fulton-street, 
went to his bank about 1:30 o’clock, and when he 
returned, less thamhalf an hour later, his store 
was in flames. The building is of brick, three 
stories in height, and reaches back to Henry- 


street, upon which it hasa frontage of 75 feet. It 

as also a frontage on Cranberry-street, but 
there is a brick building, facing on Fulton-street 
and Cranberry-street, between Hardenbergh’s 
and the corner. 

The fire started in the cellar and the flames 
spread with such rapidity that at one time it was 
feared that not only the entire building, but sev- 
eral others in the vicinity would be destroyed. 
Hardenbergh & Co. had about $40,000 worth of 
stook in carpets and oil-cloths, and in the rear 
of the building, on all the floors, much furniture 
was stored. It is supposed that rats knawing 
upon some matches leftin the drawer of a bu- 
reau stored in the cellar ignited them, and thus 
caused the fire. Notlong since a fire caused in 
the same way occurred on the top floor of the 
building, and damaged stored furniture to the 
amount of $1,500. The employes, of whom 
there were only a few in the building, were 
obliged to leave hastily, but there was 
time to savea small portion of the stock. The 
flames ate their way from the cellar to the roof, 
not burning any one of the fioors entirely 
through, but consuming much of the property 
on each. The damage to the stock of car- 

ets and oil-cloths is estimated at $35,- 

loss is covered by insurance 
Fireman's ‘Trust, American, and 
other companies. The stored furniture, of which 
there was about 200 loads, was damaged to the 
extent of $10,000. The owners are insured, but 
in what companies could not bo ascertained. The 
damage to the building, which is owned by the 
Jonathan B. Stewart estate, is estimated at $15,- 
000. The loss is covered by insurance to the ex- 
tent of $31,000,in various companies. A four- 
story building adjoining on Fulton-street, owned 
by Moses Storms and occupied by Ernest Knoppe 
asasaloon, was damaged, principally by water, 
to the extent of $500. 

The part of Fulton-street where the fire oc- 
curred is crowded at nearly all hours of the day, 
but about 2 o’clock in the afternoon locomotion 
through it under the, most favorable circum- 
stances is difficult. Yesterday the confusion and 
block that followed the breaking out of the fire 
made a street scene that was more ene 
than pleasant. The great clouds of black smoke 
that rolled from the burning building seemed 
to bring the leaden sky down to the tops 
of the mountains of snow piled up near 
the car tracks. People scrambled and slid over 
one another in striving for positions of vantage 
from which to see the fire, while from the drivers 
of cars and trucks and the firemen went up a 
chorus of unholy protestations against such 
weather andsuch work. After the fire, Assistant 
Chief Engineer John Smith fell from the first 
floor into the cellar, a distance of 10 feet, and re- 
ceived severe interna! injuries. He was removed 
to his homein a carriage. Foreman Fahey, of 
No. 6 Engine, had his right foot badly cut by 
glass while forcing his way through a window. A 
man named DeWitt, a measurer in the employ of 
Hardenbergh & Co., had so narrow an escape that 
his whiskers were burned. Most of the city rail- 
road cars went through Washington-street during 
the progress of the fire. 
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TWO POLICEMEN ON TRIAL. 


SUGAR VERSUS THE WHIP AS A PERSUADER 
OF BALKY HORSES. 

Patrolman Hamilton, of the Thirtieth 
Precinct, was arraigned yesterday before Com- 
missioners French and Matthews on complaint of 
Mrs. Gideon Moore, who charged him with cru- 
elty to animals. The lady is a member of the So- 
ciety for the Preventior of Cruelty to Animals, 
and Mr. Henry Bergh was present in behalf of 
the society. Mrs. Moore testified that on the llth 
inst. she saw the policeman lashing a balky horse 
attached to a sand-cart at One Hundred and For- 


ty-fourth-street and Tenth-avenue with a whip 
in a cruel manner. He beat the animal unmer- 
cifully. The policeman said that the ‘horse 
was very balky,and that it was an up grade. 
While the driver pushed the cart behind he 
whipped the horse tomake him go. Mr. Bergh 
said that he did not desire to see the officer pun- 
ished, but wanted him “* repuked” for his cruelty. 
President French said that he did not think there 
was much cruelty used. ‘* There’s cussedness in 
animals as well as in men.” 

* That’s true,” remarked Mrs. Moore, “but a 
lump of sugar goes much further than the lash 
of a whip.” 

“Well, I don't know,” said Mr. French; “ there 
are some men and women, too, that sugar 
wouldn’t have the slightest effect upon.” Mrs. 
Moore laughed, and even the saddened features 
of Mr. Bergh relaxed into a smile. The com- 
plaint against the officer will be disposed of at 
the next meeting of the board. 

Mrs. Mary A. McDonald, who on the 13th of 
September last resided at No. 52 East Twentieth- 
street, appeared before the same Commissioners 
as com [einant against Patrolman John Roberts 
of the T'wenty-ninth Precinct. The woman sai 
that the policeman broke into her apartments 
between 11 and 12 o’clock on the night 
of Sept. 13, dragged her from_ her bed, 
insulted and wabused her, and then took 
her to the station-house without giving 
her an opportunity to dress herself fully. At 
the station the officer charged her with being 
drunk and disorderly, and Sergt. Westervelt, 
who was in command, upon investigation dis- 
charged her. The officer admitted Imving ar- 
rested her, but denied that he had abused or in- 
sulted herin any way. His version of the affair 
wasthat one Charles Fallan, who claimed to be 
the landlord of the place, came to him on post 
and asked him to go into the house and arrest a 
woman who was drunk and disorderly and an- 
noying and threatening the other tenants. It 
appeared that the woman was in possession of 
the premises against the wishes of the landlord, 
and that the officer was evidentiy made a tool by 
Fallan to get the woman out. Decision in the 
case was reserved.

A VERDICT AGAINST THE ERIE. 


WILLIE HARING’S INJURIES ESTIMATED AS 
WORTH $5,000. 

In Judge Knapp’s court, Jersey City, 
yesterday, a verdict for $5,000 was rendered 
against the New-York, Lake Erie and Western 
Railroad andin favor of William Haring, who 
sued through a guardian. The Erie Railroad 
owns a line of bobtail cars running from the 
Erie ferry to West End. A gentleman riding on 
the rear platform of one of these on the evening 
of April 27, 1882, asked young Haring, who was 
playing in the street, to buy hima paper ata 
neighboring stand. The boy made the purchase 
and leaping to the platform, handed over the 
paper. The gentleman subsequently dropped a 
nickel in the fare box, and Haring, supposing it 
was the pay for his ride, remained in the car. 
After the man had left, the driver seized the boy 
by the coat collar and beat and kicked him till he 
became almost unconscious. He then threw him 
headlong to the street and left him lying there. 
Some little boys who knew Willie carried him 
home. There,a physician who was summoned, 
discovered that his leg had been broken, and it 
was many weeks before he was able to leave his 
bed. The suite was instituted to recover damages 
for these acts of violence. 

The Railroad Company endeavored to show 
that the Horse Company was an independent con- 
cern, but ex-Judge Seymour, who represented 
the boy in court, succeeded in proving that the 
men engaged on the road were hired and paid by 
the Erie Railroad Company. There will doubt- 
less be an appeal from the judgment. Court- 
landt Parker appeared for the Company.

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WARD'S ISLAND FIRE PROTECTION, 


THE CONDITION IN WHICH OHIEF REILLY 


FOUND THE APPARATUS, 

Chief Francis J, Reilly, of the Ninth 
Battalion of the Fire Department, has mado a re- 
port to the Board of Commissioners “in 
answer,” he says, “to a statement which ap- 
peared in one of the daily papers on the 22d inst., 
relative to the fire which occurred in the City In- 
sane Asylum on Ward’s Island on the 2ist inst.” 

On his arrival on the island in response to a 
call from the State Insane Asylum, the Chief 
says he found the fire in the City Asylum, half a 


mile distant. From that building the signal should 
have been sent out. The —— at the City Asy- 
jum he found standing at a hydrant in an unser- 
viceable condition. This was due, as he found on 
investigation, to the engine having been taken 
out on the day previous to the fire by some of 
the employes of the Insane Asylum 
and an attempt made to work it for some 
unknown purpose. “Of course,” says 
the Chief, “* being handled by incompetent par- 
ties, the hydrant connection was broken and the 
engine badly strained.” The engine in charge of 
the Commissioners of Emigration he found out 
on the road with steam up, and from it the first 
effective stream was brought to bear on the fire. 

Both of these engines,” says the Chief, “ were 
sent to the island from the repair shops of this de- 
partment in good working order and are supposed 
to be kept in good order as to their cleanliness by 
the engineers of the institutions, but not to be 
used except in case of fire.” “ As to the state- 
ment that the institutions on the island are 
wretchedly protected,” he adds, ‘I would state 
that itis an utter yo ye = for this depart- 
ment to render any more efficient service with- 
out the hearty concurrence and assistance of the 
department in charge of the institutions on the 
island, as it is a well-known fact that there are 
as yet no proper facilities for the force from the 
City to promptly reach the island in case of fire, 
and therefore the apparatus stationed on the 
island isina great measure depended on for use 
in emergencies and should be kept in proper 
quarters.” In conclusion,'the Chief/‘recommends 
that the engine at the City Asylum he quartered 
in a manner stmilar to that controlled by the 
Commissioners of Emigration, and that it be in- 
accessible except to competent persons who may 
be placed in charge of it, so that it may be ready 
for use when needed. 


PRODUCE IN CHICAGO. 


CHICAGO, Deo. 26.—The leading produce mar- 
kets were irregular to-day, but mostly weak, cérn be- 
ing-the principal exception to the rule of heaviness. 
There was not much doing on outside account, and 
trading would probably have been very large but for 
the understanding that rail freights are “tighter than a 
brick,” in consequence of a Christmas consolidation of 
the railroad high joints, who have resolyed upon music 
if any one ventures to break the terms of the com- 
pact. This increase in the cost of transportation deter- 
mined the speculative selling here, and the result was 


weakness. There ts also a little flurry over the closing 
out of trades for George G. Parker & Co., rendered ne- 
cessary by the Ottawa suspension already reported. 

Provisions were active and heavy. The trading was 
wen f in February pork, which declined 60 cents per 
barrel, selling down to $1417. It reacted 20 cents and 
closed 4714 cents below the latest price of Saturday, at 
$14 30, with January 20 cents less and May 50 cents 
more. Lard declined 20 cents and reacted 5 cents, 
closing at $890 bid for February, with May at 
$9 25. Short ribs closed 20 cents lower, at $7 17% for 
February, after selling *t $7 12'4. The incre s) in 
rates of transportation Bistward was supplemented 
by the repcr‘ed back down of the French Government 
from itg recc n’ position in regard to the imporia‘ion of 
American hog meats. This induced holders of pork 
to sell, and meats would have sold in large quantities if 
there had been buyers. Mr. Murray unloaded 40,000 
barrels out of the 100,000 he was supposed to hold. 
Schwartz & Dupee sold about 25,000 barrels, and Les- 
ter, Ferguson, Jones, and Cudahy were all free sellers; 
but the last named bought a good deal after the break, 
taking some round lots of 5,000 barrels each. Singer 
was alsoa free buyer. The packing interest was gener- 
ally on the selling side early inthe day. The shipping 
demand for product was dull. In the afternoon the 
market was quiet at $14 80 for February pork and €8 90 
to $8 9244 for February lard. 

Flouf was — and unchanged. It is expected to 
reman so all through the week. The coarse mil) stuffs 
were slow. 

Wheat was rather be and generally weak. It de- 
clined 144 cents and closed that much below the latest 

rices of Saturday, at 96% cents for January and 
$1 043 for May. The British markets were called dull 
and our receipts were large, while the stocks in store 
here increased nearly 500,000 bushels last week. 
The change in rail rates did not directly 
affect wheat, because there is no reason to 
think that much of it would go out if it could be 
shipped at 10 cents, but the weakness in the hog prod- 
uct was reflected into that market. Schwartz and 
Dupee & Lester sold rather large quantities for New-

THE CHICAGO CATTLE MARKET. 


CHIcaGo, Dec. 26.—The very small supply of 
such cattle as shippers seek gave holders a marked ad- 
vantage, and early inthe day they established an ad- 
vance of 5to 10 cents, and held it to the finish. Trade 
was not particularly active, there being less than 
the average attendance of buyers, but there 
were more than enough orders here to ex- 
haust the supply, and the late feeling was 
the firmest of the day. The offerings were 
not very satisfactory as to quality. <A few lots of 
peime steers were included, but the bulk answeréd to 
the description of common to good. The best sale went 


at $6 65. They averaged gaily 1.867 ‘pounds. The rul- 
ing prices were $4 70 to 3575. Butchers’ stock continued 
in good demand and, being in small supply, sold strong. 
The local trade did not require as many cattle as 
usual, but their wants exceeded the offerings, and for 
good fat cows and heifers and useful little steers they 
were required to pay a slight advance on Monday's 
figures. Cows sold at $2 50 to $4, culls at $2 75 to $4 25, 
and steers at $4 to $4 75. Among the offering were 
some 830 Texans. They sold at #390 to $4 50. 
A drove of 108 corn-fed Colorado cattle fetched $5 90. 
There was little apparent change in the market for 
stockers and feeders. ‘here was a poor demand for 
both, and the few lots in the pens were taken at fully 
recent peices, or at $3 40 to $4 25 for the former and 
at $4 to $4 60 for the latter.

Their is an evident determination on the part of 
packers to break ary They succeeded to-day 
to the extent of 10 to 15 cents, and the imme- 
diate future does not promise well for sellers. 
Although the fresh animals did not amount to more 
than 12,000 hend, there were stale hogs enough to 
swell the total supply to abont 40,000. Between 
local buyers and shippers about 12,000 were 
tuken, thus leaving somewhere in the neighbor- 
hood of 28,000 unsold. The larger part of this 
number is in the hands of speculators, and it is hardly 
necessary to add that that class of buyers was feeling 
pretty blue. Some of them have hogs on hand which 
Prey bought on Jast week's bulge.

It is announced that few of the 
members expect to be able to cut down the 
expenditures below the appropriations of 
Jast year, which the Republicans ma- 
liciously reduced to deprive the Demo- 
crats of any chance of = gaining 
rredit. The unfairness of thus dis- 
-pountings. the reform of their ad- 
versaries is obvious, but tha Democrats 
need not lose heart. There is plenty left 
for them to do, if they will but go at it in 
the proper spirit. We, who have been 
urging the Republicans to the work of 
retrenchment for years, will not refuse to 
the Democrats all the praise they may de- 
serve in this direction. 


Mr. Joun J. O'BRIEN and Mr. RoBert

interests of young Mr. RoOSEVELT’s Speak- 
ership candidacy. Even those who were 
born blind can see that the Administration 
is for reform this year—and next. But 
how droll it is to see the large, wet Stal- 
wart dog thus comfortably tucked away 
in one bed with the thin-skinned Half- 
reed tabby.

The committee of the State Senate which 
has had under consideration the preserva- 
tion of the Adirondack forests has only 
wery recently been showing any sign of 
life.

ds by the State, partly on the ground 
that it is not necessary and partly be- 
cause it will lead to a ‘‘ tremendous job.” 
{Whether it is necessary, and to what ex- 
tent, is a matter to be decided after a 
much more thorough examination of the 
question than the Senate committee has 
given it. As to possible jobbery, it is hard- 
ly to be admitted that the State cannot 
buy property that may be needed for pub- 
lic purposes without paying more than its 
walue or without permitting extortion and 
plunder to be practiced upon itself. Prop- 
prty may be taken for public uses if a fair 
pompensation is mace, and it is by no 
means necessary to pay whatever price the 
present owners may put upon it. There 
are lawful methods of getting at its proper 
* value. 


The Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment made some progress yesterday in 
passing upon appropriations for the munic- 
fpal service next year. No very rigid 
apirit of economy has been thus far dis- 


played, though some of the estimates have 
been materially reduced. The ignorance 
avowed by Justice MCGOWAN as to where 
the money appropriated for supplies to 
the Court-houses and other public build- 
ings goes to is very general, and 
applies to a iarge part of the appropri- 
ations. Controller Grant's economical 
administration of the Finance Department 
calls for a large increase for salaries, the 
necessity for which is explained only in 
general terms. The suggestion that the 
clerical force of the Board of Aldermen 
might be reduced’ by the employment of 
better men is very pertinent, but what 
kind of mencould be expected to receive 
the patronage of that board, when its 
membership is made up largely of liquor- 
dealers and stable-keepers? They are not 
likely to employ their superiors for clerical 
duties, and their equals are of course unfit 
for the work. 


The natural difficulties which attend 
the solution of the rapid transit problem 
in Brooklyn, arising from the conforma- 
tion of the city and the wide distribution 
of travel, are sufficiently great, but when 
to these is added the folly, or worse, of the 
managers of the projects which have 
already taken shape, the outlook becomes 
extremely discouraging to the sorely 
tried victims of the slothful and 
grasping street railway companies. 
The Kings County Elevated  Rail- 
way Company recently prepared a plan 
for a line running from Fulton ferry 
through Fulton-street to Sands-street, 
thence to Adams, and through that 
street and Myrtle-avenue to Broad- 
way. The Mayor was satisfied with 
this route, and the approval of 
the Common Council was promised for it. 
But at the last moment the company re- 
jected the Adams-street route and changed 
the’ plans to provide for a line through 
Washington-street, a thoroughfare which 
is exempted by act of the Legislature 
from any elevated railroad visitation, ex- 
cept by permission of a majority of the 
property-owners. This change prevented 
action on the plan at last Monday’s meet- 
ing of the Aldermen, and indefinitely post- 
pones again the actual beginning of work 
upon the most promising of the many plans 
for providing steam transit in Brooklyn. 

IS IT VERY SAFE ? 

The Democratic Party would do well to 
remember the danger to one who “ doth 
protest too much.” It would make a bet- 
ter impression as to its capacity to treat 
with prudence and decency the interests 
of the nation if its leaders did not spend 
so much time in assuring the public that 
their intentions are harmless. It would 
be better still for the leaders, for the party, 
and for the country if acts could be sub- 
stituted for mere words as a means of 
quieting the apprehension of the public. 

Mr. CaARLisLe, for instance, had no 
sooner won his election as Speaker, after a 
canvass inevery way creditable to him, by 
the force of the respect and confidence 
which his long and conspicuous career had 
inspired, than he hastened to declare that 
his purposes were not destructive. He has 
since made up his committees, upon the 
composition of which he spent much anx- 
ious thought, and as to which he and his 
friends boasted that he was wholly inde- 
pendent of pledges or even of precedent. 
He has already begun to excuse some of 
his appointments. His excuses do not 
better the matter. He would have done 
much better to leave the country to forget, 
or possibly to change, its impressions. 

The weakest point in the committee list 
was the naming of Messrs. BUCKNER and 
BLAND to the most important financial 
committees of the House. Mr. CARLISLE 
says, in substance, that he did not feel 
able to help himself. He was afraid of 
the men; he knew how their appointment 
would strike the businesscommunity; but 
they had been on these committees before ; 
precedent required that they should go on 
again; he bound them over by all sorts of 
precautionary pledges, surrounded them 
with associates whom he thought he could 
trust to hold them in check, and named 
them. 

This is in effect a confession from the 
leader of the Democratic Party—the high- 
est official representative of its organiza- 
tion—that the traditions of the party are 
more powerful than the dictates of pru- 
dence as to finance and currency. The 
appointments were bad, hopelessly and 
conspicuously bad. The incompetence 
and folly of the men were proved and 
known. They were intimately identified 
with some of the worst and most 
dangerous financial legislation ever under- 
taken by an American Congress. For this 
legislation they were officially responsible, 
and have never publicly avowed any 
change of views or purpgses. Party ne- 
cessity compelled, says Mr. CARLISLE, 
that they should be given places of trust 
and power, and precisely those places 

where their disqualifications would be the 
and their tendencies most mis- 
chievous. This is nothing less than a 
confession that the Democratic Party 
is necessarily unsafe. Individual mem- 
bers of it may be sound and may attain 
some prominence in the party, but they 
cannot resist the bent of the party. Mr. 
CARLISLE, by his own character and the 
remarkable circumstances of his recent 
brilliant elevation to leadership, is as 
strong as any man in the party could 
be.

THE QUAKER BRIDGE DAM JOB. 

In view of Commissioner THOMPSON’S 
well-known methods and obvious purposes 
we are justified in inferring that his chief 
motive in insisting that the new aqueduct 
should be carried directly to the site of the 
proposed Quaker Bridge Dam is to make 
sure that that gigantic project shall be 
carried into effect without delay. If the 
aqueduct is constructed to that point it 
will make the building of the dam neces- 
sary in order to utilize the aqueduct itself. 
A wooden flume could only serve a tem- 
porary purpose in bringing the water 
of the present reservoir to the aque- 
duct, and-the adoption of a plan in- 
volving such an expedient would imply 
that the construction of the dam was to be 
begun without delay and pushed on to 
completion. If, on the other hand, the 
line of the aqueduct were to be carried to 
the present Croton Dam, it might not be 
considered necessary to enter upon the 
costly project at Quaker Bridge for the 
present. 

For several years we have been'told that 
the difficulty with our water supply is not 
a lack of water in the Croton Lake but 
inadequate means for bringing it to the 
City. It has been a very exceptional time 
when the water has been drawn down 
in the lake, and usually it is running over 
the dam in great volume. An aqueduct 
which would enable us to obtain the 
water for which we already have storage 
facilities would certainly afford all the re- 
lief which is now needed, and probably 
all that will be needed for some years to 
come. The plan of Engineer CHURCH in- 
volves considerable improvement to the 
present storage facilities, and it is by no 
means certain that the Quaker Bridge Dam 
is a necessity of the near future. Whether 
it shall appear to be so or not, it should be 
considered on its own merits, and the 
aqueduct should not be laid out with a 
view to making it a necessity. 

The plan for carrying the aqueduct to 
the Croton Dam in accordance with the 
recommendations of Engineer CHURCH has 
manifest advantages entirely apart from 
Commissioner THompson’s favorite proj- 
ect. It would enable the City to obtain 
the full benefit of the present Croton water 
supply within the shortest practicable 
time and for whatever period it may be 
found sufficient. It would form a connec- 
tion with that supply much _ better 
than the present one, as it would 
enter the reservoir at the bottom 
instead of the top of the dam. 
Then, if it should be found necessary to 
enlarge the reservoir by building the huge 
dam at Quaker Bridge, a connection could 
be made with the new basin by means of a 
short spur from the aqueduct already built, 
and the very important advantage would 
be gained of a connection both above and 
below the division made by the present 
dam. This would make it possible to 
empty the lower section of the reservoir 
without interrupting the water supply, a 
consideration of great importance from 
both an engineering and a sanitary point 
of view. 

Mr. CuurcH’s plan commends itself so 
clearly to the common judgment that it is 
hardly conceivable that the commission 
should give the preference to that of Mr. 
THOMPSON. Its apparent merits are in- 
deed so great that it is difficult to under- 
stand Mr. THOMPSON'S opposition on any 
ground except his anxiety to make sure of 
the job of building the great dam at 
Quaker Bridge. His fear that he may not 
secure any share in that job if the engi- 
neer’s plan is adopted may be well grounded. 
For our part we hope that it is. If the 
new aqueduct is built to the Croton Dam 
it may be that there would be no need 
for many years to come of making any 
great enlargement of the reservoir, and 
the only justification for making it before 
it is.needed would be that it could be 
done more economically in connection 
with the construction of the aqueduct it- 
self. This does not now appear to be the 
case. The aqueduct may be made com- 
plete and may serve its full purpose for 
many years without this eniargement of 
the reservoir, and it may be readily con- 
nected with the new section of the en- 
larged basin whenever it is found neces- 
sary. Even supposing that the great dam 
will ultimately become a necessity, which 
is probable, there will be a substantial gain 
in postponing its construction until this 
necessity shall appear, not the least part 
of which will be taking the supervision 
of its construction from the present Com- 
missioner of Public Works.

and less frequented streets above that 
limit. There is, however, no good reason 
why the law should not include the whole 
City. Any street which is traversed by 
horse cars is necessarily so much traveled 
that the piles of snow between the car 
tracks and the sidewalks are a more or less 
serious obstruction and a more or less of- 
ensive nuisance. 

Under the old system, the Police Commis- 
sioners were more intent upon escaping 
punishment for not doing their own duty 
than in forcing the horse car companies 
to do theirs, and the snow performed for 
them the friendly office of covering up 
the dirt which they had allowed to accu- 
mulate until it hid the pavements. For- 
tunately, under the present system, the 
official vigilance of the Commissioner is 
quickened by the self-interest of the con- 
tractors who are not disposed to remove the 
snow piled up for them by the snow 
plows. So that there is really a good 
chance that the law may be enforced 
against the street. car companies, to their 
extreme surprise and disgust. Perhaps 
they themselves, in this unexpected con- 
dition of affairs, may be induced to repeat 
the experiments tried last year with con- 
trivances for melting the snow, as being 
cheaper and quicker than the process of 
carting it to the rivers. 

It will be seen that there is some doubt 
about the legal question involved. But it 
seems that while the right of the com- 
panies to use snow plows, or any other 
appropriate means of keeping their tracks 
free for traffic, is clear, the right of the 
City and of householders not to have the 
snow from the car tracks dumped upon 
their premises is equally clear. In this 
case the intervention of the Aldermen is 
not called for, and can do no good even 
to the Aldermen who are so anxious 
to have some private conversation with 
the monopolists. This is of itself a 
good thing. The Board of Aldermen 
is the Sinner’s Friend. It is not 
an institution to compel anybody to do his 
duty by the public, but only an institution 
for the sale of indulgences to him for not 
doing it.

A DESPOILED REPUBLIC. 


President GONZALEZ, of the Mexican Re- 
public, was openly assaulted in the streets 
of the City of Mexico lately, the peculiar 
missiles thrown at him being nickel coins. 
These being soon exhausted, other projec- 
tiles were resorted to, and the disturbance 
assumed alarming proportions. As the 
old man in the fable first bombarded the 
young fruit-thief with grass and then 
with sticks, and finally with stones, the 
Mexican fracas that began with nickels as 
artillery ended with pistol-shots and dirk- 
knives. Six or eight persons were killed, 
and the riot was not readily quelled. The 
President escaped with his life, but he 
carried away with him a severe lesson. 

The present administration in Mexico is 
one of the most corrupt and dishonest 
with which that republic has ever been 





cursed. And this is saying a great deal.. 


The administration of affairs in the subdi- 
visions of the republic has usually been a 
species of organized robbery. For years 
the rich mining States of Durango, Sina- 
loa, Sonora, and Lower California, have 
been the battle-ground of contending fac- 
tions, a so-called revolution being precip- 
itated whenever a few hundred thousand 
dollars have accumulated in the public 
treasury or the bullion shipments have col- 
lected at the Pacific ports to a considerable 
amount in value. The men who seized 
the Government in June would be expelled 


in January by those whom they had over-: 


thrown six months before; and so on to 
the end of the chapter.

MEN IN WASHINGTON. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 25.—The organization 
of the House of Representatives is complete. 
After the holiday recess business on the inside 
as well as on the outside of the legislative cham- 
bers will begin in éarnest. It promises to be 
brisk. The Southern Pacific lobby has probably 
received a backset by the scandal the publica- 
tion of Huntington’s lettets in San Francisco has 
created. However, the Committee on Pacific 
Railroads on the House side was considered a 
prize worth struggling for. Cassidy, of Nevada, 
carried it off, very much to the surprise of those 
who are not behind the scenes. Cassidy is a 
third or fourth rate menrber and this is his last 
term in Congress. His State suffers severely by 
the exactions of the Central Pacific monopoly, 
and yet no one imagines that Cassidy desired the 
Chairmanship of the Committee on Pac fic Rail- 
roads for the purpose of securing legislation to 
regulate the freight tariffs of that concern. 

The holders of the old backbone railroad land 
grant bonds and the few stockholders of the 
American Railway Improvement Company of 
course expect something favorable this Winter, 
but Mr. Cobb, at the head of the Public Lands 
Committee, will have something to say on the 
subject of turning over a lapsed grant to the 
New-Orleans Pacific. 

It is true that the Interior Department has 
decided that the land grant of the old back- 
bone fraud has not been forfeited and that the 
New-Orleans Pacific is the heir at law of the 
original grantees. Nevertheless, Mr. Cobb will 
make inquiry and develop a nice bit of scandal 
which will compromise two very prominent 
Democratic politicians. 

The Southern Pacific will make a desperate 
effort to get the land grant of the Texas Pacific 
in New-Mexico and Arizona, but here again will 
come a conflict between the Railroad Committee 
and the one on Public Lands. 

The composition of the Ways and Mearis Com- 
mittee is satisfactory to the revenue reformers, 
and especially to the whisky lobby. It is not the 
strongest the Speaker might have made with the 
materials at his disposal. Mr. Morrison is a 
clever politician, but his judgment of men is 
often at fault. He is weak as a leader on the 
floor, and he has but two Democrats on his com- 
mittee who will have any real force in debate. 
Mills, of Texas, is a member who splits the ears 
of the listeners in the galleries when he gets ex- 
cited in debate, but he lacks breadth and capacity 
as @ legislator. Blount, of Georgia, is a con- 
scientious, plodding worker, but he will never 
rank high as a political economist. Blackburn 
is gifted with smooth-flowing speech, but it is 
never freighted with other than commonplace 
ideas. He abhors details and despises accurate 
investigation. He is superficial in everything. 
Herbert, of Alabama, and Jones, of Arkansas, are 
about fifth-rate men. Hewitt, of New-York, 
and Hurd, of Ohio, are the only Democrats who 
rank as first-class men. If the committee makes 
a respectable showing on the floor of the House 
it will be through them. The Republican repre- 
sentation is stronger in every way than the Dem- 
ocratic membership. 

The whisky manufacturers must secure from 
this Congress favorable legislation or they will 
be bankrupted.- They will make a desperate 
struggle to pass the bill championed by Mr. 
Carlisle in the last Congress. The Ways and 
Means Committee will, of course, report such a 
measure, but it will meet determined opposition 
in the House. The tax on whisky will not be 
repealed, because all the Republicansidare not go 
with Randall for the repeal of all internal reve- 
nue taxation. However, there are enough Re- 
publican and Democratic votes to make the suc- 
cess of the whisky lobby problematic. 

The Committee on Post Offices and Post Roads 
is not one that will give the Western Union 
people any serious concern. But the treatment 
of Springer, of Illinois, by the Speaker will not 
deter him from pressing the subject of Govern- 
ment control of the telegraph on the attention 
of the House. A great deal of fun has been made 

of Springer, but despite some weaknesses, he is 
far above the average Congressman in ability 
and shrewdness. He has good stuff in him:: Mr- 
Morrison dislikes him and doubtless was the

. Speaker’s hands. But Springer will come to the 
front before the session closes. As Chairman of 
the Committee on Expenditures in the Depart- 
ment of Justice he will have a fine opportunity 
for the display of his peculiar abilities.

Springer, in point of service and abili- 
ty, was entitled to a leading place on Appropria- 
tions, but Morrison demanded the place for 
Townshend, a younger member, and got it.

COLORED MEN IN COUNCIL. 
fHE COLUMBUS CONVENTION TO DISCUSS 
THE RIGHTS OF THE RACE, 

CotumsBus, Ohio, Dec. 26.—A State Con- 
vention of colored men assembled here to-day, 
in pursuance of a call issued some time since by 
a number of leading colored men of the State. 
The object of the cbnvention is to take into con- 
sideration the educational, moral, civil, and po- 
litical interests of the colored race, and particu- 
larly the question of the equal rights of the col- 
ored people of the South. The recent decision of 
the Supreme Court annulling the Civil Rights 
bil, as well as the murder of colored 
men at Danville, Va., are the principal 
reasons for the assembling of the convention at 
thistime. There are about 150 delegates present, 
among whom are a number of ministers and pro- 
fessional men. The greater part of the day was 
taken up in the formation of committees and ad- 
dresses. Dr. Jackson, of Springtield, raised a 
breeze by moving to instruct the Committee on 
Resolutions to write to Congressman 8. 8. Cox, 
of New-York, who took great interest in the ef-

THE TROUBLE AT M’DADE. 

GALVESTON, Texas, Dec. 26.—An authentic 
report from McDade, Texas, thescene of the 
lynching and sanguinary street fight, says there 
was no trouble there last night or this morning, 
and it is thought that there is no immediate 
danger of more bloodshed, although considerable 
excitement exists. Many citizens of the county 
are inthe town armed with rifles, and they pro- 


pose to keep things quiet. Two companies of 
militia arrived in MeDade this morning—the 
Brenham Grays, numbering 100 men, and the 
Johnson Guards, of Hempstead, 25 men. They 
were not needed, and returned home at 
9:35 A. M. Stevens, another of the six men 
who raised a street fight subsequent to the lynch- 
ing, has been captured by officers. He is slightly 
wounded. 3 

A dispatch from Austin says: “ Late last night 
Gov. Ireland received from the county officials 
at McDade telegraphic notice of yesterday's af- 
tray, and ordered out detachments of militia 
from Brenham and Hearne to quell any further 
disturbance that might occur. The troops on 
their arrival at McDade found quiet measurabl 
restored. The Governor says that so far as his 
information extends the affair was the re- 
sult of a drunken quarrel at the county 
cross-roads, and has no significance what- 
ever.” At 2:45 P. M. the inquest on the five 
bodies was still progressing at McDade. 
Milton and Bishop, who were attacked on the 
street by the friends of the men lynched, are un- 
der arrest. It is considered that they were per- 
fectly justified in killing the two Bailey boys, 
and their bond will probably be nominal.

OBITUARY. 


AARON H. BEAN. 

Aaron H. Bean, a wealthy retired mer- 
chant, who had been suffering from heart disease 
for the past two weeks, died yesterday at his 
residence, No. 14 West Forty-eighth-street. Mr. 
Bean was a native of New-Hampshire, and was 


72 years old. He came to this City in his youth 
and entered a large shipping holuse. Forty years 
agro he established the hase of A. H. Bean & Co., 
which conducted an extensive business in the 
importation of wines and teas. Mr. Bean was 
also engaged in trade in Texas, and before the 
introduction of; steam-ships he ran a line of 
schooners between this port and Galveston. He 
was financial agent in this City,of the Republic, 
and subsequently of the State of Texas,and built 
the Galveston, Houston, and Henderson Railroads.

Prof. Benjamin N. Martin, of the Univer- 
sity of the City of New-York, died yesterday. He 
was born at Mount Holly, N. J., Oct. 20, 1816.

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AT WAR WITH THE POLICE. 


THE ASSAILANTS OF OFFICER SMITH, WHO 
SHOT ONE OF THEIR NUMBER. 

The belief that Officer George Smith, of 
the Sixteenth Precinct, shot Thomas Fitzpat- 
rick in Ninth-avenue, near Little West Twelth- 
street, on Tuesday morning, when he was con- 
vinced that bis life was in danger, was strength- 
ened yesterday. The Fitzpatricks, Darrigans 


“and Murphys are not on good terms with the po- 


lice. The police regard them as _ ruffians. 


In June, 1876, Thomas Darrigan, now in 
custody; his brother John, and _ Richard 
and James Fitzpatrick, were arrested for 
assaulting Officer Andrew Byrne, of the 
Ninth Precinct. The assault was a_ brutal 
one and Byrne was laid up by it. It is said that 
Patrick, John, and Michael Fitzpatrick, and John 
Murphy had a hand in the attack, which was in 
Thirteenth-street, near Hudson-street, near the 
scene of Tuesday’s shooting. The Darrigans 
were each fined $5 and placed under bonds to 
keep the peace. James Fitzpatrick was convicted 
and sentenced to six months’ imprisonment and 


Richara’s sentence was four months’ imprison- 
ment. He died in prison. In 1878 Byrne had left 
the force. The surviving Fitzpatricks had often 
threatened him, and one night they and Murphy 
waylaid him and gave him a severe beating. Sev- 
eral of the assailants were arrested and escaped 
with slight punisiment. 

Thomas Fitzpatrick was under guard yester- 
day at St. Vincent’s Hospital, as a charge of 
felonious assault i8 lodged against him. He is 
not out of danger, but his condition had im- 
proved last evening. Hecan talk freely, but is 
not encouraged to do so,as he is weak, and, if 
blood vessels have been abraded or bruised, he 
may die at any moment of secondary hemorrhage. 
He has not yet talked about the shooting, and 
his wife has not been permitted to see him. 
When Smith shot him he had no club, as 
his baton had been wrested from him by 
Thomas or Michael. The knife Thomas had 
is at the Charles-street station-house. It has a 
blade five inches long. A notice was sent to the 
Coroner's office on Tuesday that Thomas’s ante- 
mortem statement should be taken. At 6 o’clock 
last night no Coroner had been to the hospital, 
and the house surgeon said that he would not 
repeat the request. Last evening Officer John 
Taylor, who_was thrown down and beaten by 
Patrick and Michael Fitzpatrick outside of Wurt- 
mann’s saloon, reported sick, and Police Surgeon 
Ensign discovered that he was suffering from 
severe contusions, and ordered him home. A 
charge, under the rule, will be made against Of- 
ficer Smith for using his pistol. This will give 
the friends of Thomas Fitzpatrick, who say that 
the shooting was unjustifiable, an opportunity to 
present their evidence.

THE PAULLIN MURDER CASE.

STORY OF A DETECTIVE WHO VISITED 
ORANGE AS A TRAMP. 

Several property-owners of New-Jersey, 
who reside near Orange, who were interested in 
the Phoebe Paullin murder case, clubbed to- 
gether in an effort to find out her murderer. They 
communicated with Detective Pryor, of the Fifth- 
Avenue Hotel, who recommended to them his 
friend, Detective John McPhilips. The latter was 
engaged, and proceeded to disguise himself as a 
tramp. So well did he succeed in concealing bis 
identity that he was able to borrow 5 cents from 
one of his intimate friends to get to Jersey City. 
His suspicions fell upon George Frank, and he 
went to Orange, where he measured the width 
of the wheels of Frank’s wagon and 
then the ruts made in the mud by 
the wagon of Phcebe’s supposed murderer. He 
found the measureméhts to correspond. On the 
way back to Orange, McPhilips overtook a 
roughly clad man, with whom he entered into 


conversation. He told McPhilips that his name 
was James Owens, and that he lived about two 
miles and a half from Orange. The conversa- 
tion soon turned upon the Paullin mur- 
der, and the detective elicited from Owens the 
statement that Owens had been out on the even- 
ing of the murder, and had seen Frank driving in 
his wagon onthe way to Orange. Immediately 
after that Owens became suspicious and asked 
McPhilips who he was. The latter suspected 
that Owens had served a term in the State prison 
and replied, “‘I ama gentleman, I guess,” and 
then invited Owens to take a drink ina tavern. 
After having done this Owens asked the detec- 
tive, ** Where are you going ?” 

‘Perhaps you could take me to a friend of 
yours, as [I am a stranger here,” was the reply. 
Owens said he would try to finda friend, and 
then McPhilips, totest him, asked him: ‘* How 
are you on carrying a kit of tools?” This 
phrase is one of the pass-words among 
New-Jersey convicts, and the reply is: 
“T’ll see if I can place them.” Owens looked Mc- 
Philips square in the face and replied, “I don’t 
know what youmean; can you place them?” 
After this Owens became more confidential, but 
still asked his new acquaintance who he was. 
“I’m astranger here,and am trying to do the 
best I can,” said McPhilips. 

* You seem to be a gece fellow, and so I'll tell 
you that I have been knocking round here these 
10 years and am also doing the best I can. By 
the bye there are a couple of houses reund 
here and I know the ins and outs of them.” 
He then proceeded to tell his friend that there 
was a good deal of money in the job, and that it 
was worth while trying to break into them. Mc- 
Philips thought it would not be advisable to 
** crack” the houses for some time, for, as he re- 
marked to Owens, “There's trouble here now 
about the girl’s murder, and it might become 
warm for you. IJ think we had better light out.” 

“Where should I go to? I’m afraid to leave 
here now,” exclaimed Owens, somewhat alarmed. 
Soon afterward McPhilips took leave of his com- 
panion, but appointed a place to meet him again 
this week. He says he will keep the appoint- 
ment. He is satistied that Owens knows more 
about the murder than he has been willing to tell. 


POOL UNDER THE NEW RULES. 


OPENING GAMES IN THE PRELIMINARY TOUR- 
NAMENT. 

The preliminary pool tournament opened 
last evening at Madison-Square Hall, No. 948 
Broadway, with two contests—the first between 
John L. Leonard, of Philadelphia, and Louis Zim- 
merman, of New-York, and the second between 
N. Van Buskirk, of New-Jersey, and Henry John- 
son, of Staten Island. Therules were those which 
usually govern the game of 15-ball pool,with some 
slight amendments. All balls pocketed on the 
break counted, but, with this exception, the balls 
were to be called when played for.

LIVES SAVED BY A BRIDGE, | 


POLISH JEWS LED IN TERROR FROM THE 
ROOF OF A BURNING TENEMENT... 

A bridge connecting two roofs enabled a 
dozen Polish Jews of both sexes and all ages to 
escape from the burning rear tenement-house at 
No. 28 Suffolk-street, last night. But for the 
bridge it would not havejbeen possible for all to 
reach a place of safety. The house is owned by 
w. H. Mills. It is four stories high, and thereare 
properly built fire-escapes, but they were 
blocked with snow. Ten families live in 
the building,.and they are all Jews from 
Poland. Shortly after 6 o'clock some 
children heard a crackling noise in the apart- 
ment of Israel Rieznikoff; on the second floor. 
No one-was in the apartment, and §imon Lazarus, 
the occupant of the other apartment on this 


floor, saw that a fire had broken out in a hall bed- 
room, and he gave an alarm. The engines were 
slow to reach the a owing to the snow. 
Before they arriv Roundsman Ryan and 
Officers ay and Olvany, of the Thir- 
teenth Precinct, and several other persons 
exerted themselves in giving warning to all per- 
sons in peril in the burning buildl . The mem- 
bers of the Lazarus, Steir, and Levi families, on 
the ground and first floors, went tothe yard when 
the alarm was given, but the Gewitz, Littleston 
Grossmann, and Netter families, on the third 
and fourth floors, were bewildered or panic- 
stricken. The officers forced them to go to the 
roof and cross the bndge to the roof of theo 
site house the rear of No. 26 Suffolk. 
street, where they could descend the 
scuttle ladder. Philip Friedmann, of De- 
lancey-street, seized Mrs. Abraham r, 
who was s0 terror-stricken that she could not 
move, and carried her down stairs. .Just after he 
had passed the second story landing the door of 
Rieznikoff’s apartment was carried away by the 
flames, which in a few minutes reached the roof 
up the staircase. When Capt. Leary, of the Thir- 
‘teenth Precinct, arrived he made the eight fami- 
lies in the house at No. 26, adjoining the burn- 
ing building, leave the place. 
here was a second alarm of fire sent out, but 

the flames were controlled at 6:30 o'clock. The 
firein going up the stairs spread to the apart- 
ments on the second, third, and fourth floors, dce 
ing more damage in the rooms of Rieznikoff and 
Netter than in the others. The loss on the build- 
ing is $1,500, and the occupants lose from $1,500 
to $2,000 by damage from , water, and smoke. 
A little damage was done by water in No. 26 Suf- 
folk-street, rear. After the fire, tenants 
in this house complained to Capt. 
that they missed clothing and trinkets, and 
insinuated that they had n taken by either 
policemen or firemen. Leary was not dis- 

osed to believe that av ing had been stolen, 

ut said it was possible for a thief to have 
sneaked into the house just after the fire broke 
out, and while every occupant was excited or 
trying to save more . Several ns who 
were driven from the — building in at- 
tempting to flee with household goods dropped 
some of theminthe yard and in the street, and 
in one instance lost more by attempting to save 
eng! than they would have done, had they 
eft it in the building, The homeless families 
were sheltered by neighbors. There was a fire at 
the same place eight months ago.

FIREMEN IN GREAT PERIL. 


SCENES AT THE BURNING OF A LARD-OIL 
FACTORY IN FRONT-STREET. 


The building at No172 Front-street was 
discovered to be in flames about 6 o’clock last 
evening, and when Engine Company No. 8 
reached the spot the building seemed to be afire 
from top to bottom. It was occupied by Hard 
& Co,, manufacturers of lard-oil, and was five 
stories high. The iron shutters caused much 
delay in getting water upon the flames. 
The fire ran through the hatchway to the roof, 
licking up the wood-work on each floor, and 


rolling in sheets of flame and smoke out of the 
windows. A ladder was placed against the front 
of the building, and Fireman Frederick Cop- 
per, of Engine Company No. 10, was or- 
ered to carry a hose up to the third 
story. When he reached the window the 
flames rolled out in great billows direct] 
oyer his head. The plucky fireman held his 
place, and thrust the nozzle of the hose pipe into 
the furnace over his head. The pipe became 
almost too hot to hold, and when the water 
rushed through the hose it swung around in his 
hand, nearly throwing him from the ladder. 

The men of Engine Company No. 32 were or- 
dered to carry a line of hose up the stairways 
to thetopfioor. Just at the top off the third 
flight of stairs two barrels of lard-oil fell 
through the fioor above and, continuing on their 
way down, carried with them to the ground floor 
FiremanJohn Monahan,who wasat the head of the 
line ascending the stairs. The impression was that 
the fourth floor had given way and that Foreman 
Farlow, of No. 10, with his seven men, who were 
on the fioor, as well as the four men from No. 22, 
had been carried with it. A groan burst from the 
firemen outside and the crowd in the street. 
Through the flames and smoke Foremen Farlow 
and his men, however, could be seen at the win- 
dows. Chief Bates ordered the men to leave the 
building and then sent men into the first floor to 
rescue Monahan. He was found under the 
two barrels of oil. The heads of the bar- 
rels had to be knocked in and the oil al- 
allowed to run out before he could be extricated. 
As his comrades were carrying him out, alow 
rumbling was heard and the fifth floor fell in, 
carrying with it a number of barrels of oil. One 
barrel bounded through a third-story window 
into the street, narrowly missing a group of fire- 
men. To the crowd outside it seemed asif the 
firemenin the punding were doomed, but with 
the exception of Monahan nobody was seriously 
hurt. e was found to have been painfully and 

—_ seriously burned. He was taken to the 
‘hambers-Street Hospital as soon as an ambu- 
lance could be summoned. The fire burned 
fiercely until after 9 o’clock, and the building 
was gutted. The loss on the building, which be- 
longs to the Tudor estate, was $5,000, and on the 
stock of tallow and oil $10,000.

To the Hon. Franklin Edson, Mayor of the City of New- 
York: 

The undersigned applicants, residents, householders, 
and tax-payers of the City, County, and State of New- 
York, would respectfully show: 

First—That the act, chapter 606 of the Laws of the 
State of New-York, passed June 18, 1975, commonly 
known as the rapid transit act, and entitled “ An act to 
further provide forthe construetion and operation of 
a steam railway, or railways,in counties of the State,” 
remains, as your applicants are advised and believe, 
substantially in full force and effect, as originally ap- 
plicable to the City of New-York, and is available, as 
its title implies, to “further provide” for rapid transit 
whenever required by the growth and business of the 
City. 

Second—That under ssid act corporations may be 
formed with power to construct, operate, and main- 
tain cable traction street or surface railways in the 
City of New-York, in accordance with the system 
thoroughly and successfully tested in the cities of San 
Francisco and Chicago, for the conveyance of passen- 
gers and property, 

The advantages claizied for the cable systenr may be 
summarized as follows: 

1. The steepest grades are as easily worked as levels. 

2. The cars may be stopped instantly or slowed gent- 
ly at an¥ point on the line, and started with prompt- 
ness, ease, and gentleness. 

8. The speed can be established at any rate desired, 
and varied on any portion of the road to accommodate 
it to obstructions in the way. 

4. The method of working is noiseless and even, and 
unaccompanied by any annoyance whatever, 

5. Perfect cleanliness of track is secured, an impor- 
tant sanitary element in the system. 

6. An unlimited capacity of increase at any time an 
increase may be required. 

7. Porfect freedom from snow blockade, as the power 
is sufficient at all times to remove the snow as fast as it 
falls. 

Third—That there is urgent need of this form of rap- 
id transit in the City of New-York on many convenient 
routes legally open to its introduction, especially as its 
economies of construction, operation, and maintenance 
would enable it to carry passengers at any desirable 
rate of speed over long or short distances (stopping 
like the horse cars at all street crossings to take on or 
let off passengers) for a five-cent fare. 

Fourth—That the capacity of the elevated roads 
of the City is notoriously inadequate to the demands of 
the passenger traffic during the ‘ commission” hours, 
and is swiftly growing inadequate to the demand for 
the other hours of the day. 

Fifth—That each of your applicants, as householders 
and tax-payers of the City, County, and State of New- 
York, does severally depose and say that there is need 
in said City and County for a steam railway or rail- 
ways for the transportation of passengers, mails, or 
freight, and that such need exists beyond the facilities 
afforded by the steam, surface, or elevated railroads 
now in operation in said City and County.

I can tell you better when 
see you, for it would take too long, but the upshot was 
he said, “1 see where your money is going to, that you 
are always borrowing of your ma and J.” At last he 
suid, “I suspect, but I ain't sure, sol am going to 
watch you. You ,know you tried to fool me 
on your mares and you couldn't, and you 
can’t this time, either.” So, you see I must be careful 
and not be seen down in Jane-street for awhile. May, 
don’t get angry now. Wait till I can strike out for my- 
self, and then we can do the watching, but as it is I 
cannot; so, sneneeire, be patient.

Mrs. Schneider waited patiently for more than 
amonth. Her “loving husband, Harry,” did not 
4) ¢ oan to see her as he had promised he would. 
In distress she wrote a letter to him as follows: 

JAN. 9, 1882. 

DEAR HARRY: Why have you not been down to see 
me within the past two weeks? Are these your prom- 
isesto me? You called God and man to witness your 
wife and child above all else on earth. You begged of 
me to keep quiet and be patient until the 1st of January. 
You would then tell your parents you felt it your duty 
to be with your family. How have you kept your 
promise ?—left mein the lurch, with the rent due 
and liable to be set in the street. You know 
I depended on the money I _ get from 
the Commissioners of Coartty. with the money you gave 
me, to pay rent. And now, , take my advice. Go 
to your father like a man; tell him we are reunited. He 
can do no more than turn you from the store. 
am sure age are not ys ye a crime because 
you feel it your duty to be h your wife and 
child. Are baby and | suffer because it displeases 

our parents to have you live and provide for us? You 

n0w, Harry, you have recognized meas your wife! I 
am just as near to youasif we were never separated. 
Do you remember your words to me ?—“ I am trying 
for the best to get along, so that one day I can 
make you a good living, so don’t think too 
bard of me, May, and bave patience, and all will be 
right.

Mrs. Schneider asserts that her husband did not 
do what she suggested in her letter, has ever 
since remained away from her, refusing also to 
properly support her and her child, and has

To insure his obedience to any 
gatenees that may be rendered against him, he 

as been arrested by the Sheriff on an order 
ranted Judge Donohue. Mrs. Schneider says 
hat her husband is 29 years old and capable of 
earning enough for the support of himself and 
family if his father should rd him. 


GIVING UP AMERICAN BUSINESS. 


THE STANDARD FIRE OF LONDON REINSURES 
ITS RISKS. 


The Standard Fire Insurance Company 
of London, England, yesterday reinsured all of 
its outstanding risks in the United States in the 
Irving Insurance Company, and discontinued 
business on this side the Atlantic. In October, 
1881, the Standard established a branch in this 
country, its first transaction being the reinsu- 
rance of the New-York City Fire Insurance Com- 
pany, John W. Simonson, President of the latter, 
becoming resident manager of the former. Hav- 
ing deposited $200,000 with the State Insurance 


Department and appointed Gen. U. S. Grant, 
William A. Wheelock, President of the Central 
National Bank, and Gen. John J. McCook, Trus- 
tees for the United States, the Standard proceed- 
ed to establish agenciesin the various business 
centres. About the close of December, 1882, John 
W. Simonson, whose health had been failing for 
some time, died. Timothy Y. Brown, who had been 
for many years Secretary of the old Tradesmen’s 
Fire Insurance Company, \succeeded Mr. Simon- 
son as manager of the Standard, and all the busi- 
ness of the former company was transferred to 
the latter. At the time this transfer was made, 
it seemed to insurance men that the Trademen’s, 
with its good record and abundance of assets, 
was better able to assume the responsibilities of 
the Standard than it was to carry out the con- 
tracts of the New-York company. Al! of the 
peaey policies of the Tradesmen’s, bowever 
ave been fully protected, and while the Standar 
acquired by the transfer a large and profitable 
business, the stockholders of the Tradesmen’s re- 
ceived a substantial dividend in excess of the par 
value of their stock. 

The cause of the withdrawal of the Standard 
at this time is not to be found on this side of the 
water, where its business was never in better 
shape. The trouble isat home. Since its orgun- 
ization a few yearsagoits managers have had 
not only to contend with the difficulties mg 
attending the operations of new companies with

,000 deposited with various State Insurance 
partments, and in the hands of Trustees $250,- 
000. It wassaid yesterday that these funds are 
wanted at the London office, and hence the com- 
any’s retirement from business in this country. 
he deposits will not be released, however, until 
the liabilities are fully satisfied.

WATER BY THE MILLION GALLONS. 
Se 
MR. ARNOUX’S ESTIMATES OF THE CITY’S 
FUTURE NEEDS. 

Congressman Potter was present at the 
meeting of the Aqueduct Commission yesterday, 
and when the Mayor invited discussion for and 
against the construction of Quaker Dam and as 
to the proper terminus of the aqueduct in case 
the dam was built he introduced Mr. Weir, a 
builder and contractor, who had made estimates 
as to the cost of the proposed wooden flume. He 
estimated that it would cost from $40 to $45 a 
foot. He calculated that the flume would be at 
an average height of 16 feet, that it would be of 
4-inch planks, and that it would be about 8 feet 
square or round. His estimate included the cost 
of masonry and iron-work. Robert L. Darragh 
approved the estimate of Mr. Weir. He thought, 
however, that for about twice the cost of the 


flume a permanent aqueduct might be built. He 
was opposed to the wooden fiume because it 
could be so readily destroyed by an evil-disposed 
person. 

Ex-Judge Arnoux made an argument in re- 
gard to the storage of water from the Croton 
district. He quoted figures from the report of 
the Department of Public Works in connection 
with the aqueduct; he selected the figures of 
1880, which was an unusally dry season, as 
a basis of calculation of the water 
storage necessary to meet the consumption of 
the City. Assuming that the present consump- 
tion was 100,000,000 gallons a day and that 125,000,- 
000 were desired, he found that the storage ca- 
pacity required would be 2,886,000,000._ Should 
the amount desired be 150,000,000 daily, the stor- 
age capacity necessary would be 8,236,000,000; 
for 175,000,000 a day, 13,534,000,000; for 200,- 
000,000 a day, 19,659,000,000. Supposing that 
246,000,000 were desired, that being the 
amount of the watershed of the Croton district, 
the natural supply would furnish the City until 
April, and, in addition, would allow a storage of 
32,990,000,000 gallons. The latter amount would 
not be sufficient, with the regular supply from 
the district, to supply the City until the end of 
the year, as there would be a deficiency of 339,- 
000,000 gallons, about u day and a half’s supply. 
From these figures Mr. Arnoux argued, that 
the aqueduct should be built to the Cro- | 
ton Lake, and that the work should be 
projected with a view to the future wants of the 
City, when undoubtedly the supply would have 
to come from the Hudson at Poughkeepsie or 
from the Adirondacks. It wasa question whether 
it would pay to construct Quaker Dam, as it 
would only store the shed of water below Croton 
Dam. When the consumption of the City 
reached 200,000,000 a day, the natural increase a 
day would be 10,000,000 of gallons. Five years 
after that time,the consumption would be 309,- 
000,000 gallons a day, and then the dam would be 
of no use. 

As to the cost ‘of the dam, Mr. Arnoux argued 
that the figures, as given by Mr. Newton, were 
dishonest and misleading. He contended that all 
that could be gathered from the report was that | 
the dam could be built for $2,000,000 and that it 
would store 82,000,000.000 gallons. This was like 
telling a man that his house cost $5,000 | 
and not including the land and founda- 
tion. He’ thought that there was some 
reason for the evasion, und said that it seemed 
to be an endeavor to induce the commission to 
do the work, and that the figures had been made 
to induce them to do it. He urged the commis- | 
sion to take testimony under cath as to the cost | 
ot the proposed work. Such people as they 
needed should be subpcenned to appear, because 
men did not care to volunteer testimony under 
the circumstances. 

Julius Adams, civil engineer,said that Mr.New- 
ton was at present lowwith iliness,and consequent- 
ly was not present. The estimate referred to was 
simply the cost of adding the required additional 
height to the dam at Quaker Bridge, which 
would be built to raise the water to the level of 
the Croton Dam in order to secure an additional 
storage of 32,000,000,000 calions of water. 

The next public hearing will be on Friday at 
2 0’clock.
